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Gay San Francisco Exec Goes to 
Washington to Support Gay Job Bill

You can see the East Bay 
Bridge, the Embarcadero, 
Oakland, and the sparkling San 
Francisco Bay itself from 
Steven A. Coulter’s 24th floor 
office at 140 New Montgomery 
Street. The world is changing 
out there, and the man behind 


the desk is an instrument of pos¬ 
itive change. 

Coulter, an effective gay 
activist who shatters every 
stereotype, is Pacific Bell’s area 
vice president for external 
affairs. He was the only active 
employee of a major American 
corporation to testify before the 
U.S. Senate in support of Ted 


Kennedy’s gay/lesbian employ¬ 
ment rights bill (S-2238). 

“This [Act] is good busi¬ 
ness,’’ he told the Senate panel at 
his Thursday, July 29 appear¬ 
ance. “Discrimination is not 
good business.” 

But in his personal view, the 
chance of the bill passing this 
year “is pretty slim,” Coulter 


realistically, but reluctantly, told 
the Bay Area Reporter. He still 
hopes he may be wrong on that 
and says, “It is important we 
win a victory. The bill should go 
further, but it is a question of 
what is politically doable. 

“When I learned that in 42 
states it is still legal to fire

Olympics 

Booted 

From 

Cobb 

County

This past January, Atlanta resident and 
gay activist Jon-Ivan Weaver handed over to 
Olympic Committee officials his Atlanta 
1996 T-shirt and a photo of himself celebrat¬ 
ing after the city was named host of the 1996 
Summer Games. Weaver told officials at the 
Atlanta Committee for the Olympic Games 
that until volleyball events were moved out 
of homophobic Cobb County, he wouldn’t 
be needing his 
mementos. 

But last Friday, 
Weaver said, “I got a 
phone call at 9:30 
from ACOG telling 
me ... I could come 
after my things.” 

A half-hour later, 
ACOG officials 
announced the news 
that Weaver, as well 
as gays and lesbians 
across the U.S. and 
the world, had been 
waiting for months to 
hear: Cobb County, 
where commissioners last August passed a 
resolution condemning the “gay lifestyle,” 
would not host volleyball events during the 
1996 Games. The University of Georgia in 
Athens - hometown of the Indigo Girls, 
R.E.M. and the B-52s - will be the new site; 
Cobb County is projected to lose millions of 
dollars in revenue as a result. 

“ACOG has stood up and done the right 
thing,” said Weaver, co-chair of the 
Olympics Out of Cobb Coalition. “It’s a vic¬ 
tory for gays and lesbians all over the 
world.” 

Lyn May, an ACOG spokesperson, said 
the Atlanta Olympic committee had “worked 
relentlessly to try to bring about some reso¬ 
lution of the conflict.” But after a tempered 
version of the 1993 resolution was defeated 
by the commissioners 3-2 last month, it 
became clear that compromise was not forth¬ 
coming. 

“We were hoping the Cobb County

Threatens 
California 
Curriculum 
On Gays

By a vote of 63 to 36 on 
August 1, the United 
States Senate approved an 
amendment sponsored by 
U.S. Senators Jesse Helms 
(R-N.C.) and Robert C. 
Smith (R-N.H.) that would 
cut off federal funds to any 
school district that teaches 
that homosexuality is “a 
positive lifestyle alterna¬ 
tive” in classes, textbooks, 
or through counseling pro¬ 
grams. 

The proposed ban was 
an amendment to a bill 
reauthorizing the 

Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act, which allo¬ 
cates $12.5 billion in fed¬ 
eral funding to the nation’s 
public school systems. The 
latest Helms amendment 
comes on the heels of a 
similarly homophobic 
measure attached to the 
Agriculture Appropria¬ 
tions bill, as reported in 
last week’s Bay Area 
Reporter. The new mea¬ 
sure was voted against by 
both senators from 
California, Dianne 

Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer. 

In arguing for his latest 
amendment. Helms took 
the Senate floor and 
claimed that tax dollars 
were being spent by school 
districts to buy books and 
other gay-related material 
so “graphic and disgust¬ 
ing” that they could not be 
shown on the Senate floor, 
according to news reports. 
Apparently no one recalled 
that Congressman Bob 
Doman (R-Garden Grove) 
has previously read graph¬ 
ic passages describing gay 
sex into the House record 
during debate on another 
issue. 

The House earlier 
passed a version of the 
education reauthorization 
bill with a milder version 
of the ban, according to the 
Los Angeles Times. As 
usual, the two bills will be 
resolved in a House- 
Senate conference com¬ 
mittee chaired on the 
Senate side by Senator 
Edward Kennedy, who 
argued against the Helms 
amendment. Kennedy is 
expected to kill the ban in 
committee, according to 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund spokesperson 

Douglas Hattaway. 

Hattaway noted that the 
Associated Press reporter

Shanti Recruiting for Crossings

San Francisco’s Shanti Project has announced 
a targeted volunteer recruitment effort with the 
city’s Mission, Tenderloin, and South of Market 
neighborhoods. 

Shanti’s Crossings Program specifically serves 
men, women, adolescents, and children living 
with HIV disease in the Tenderloin, Mission, and 
South of Market neighborhoods. It provides help 
with emotional peer counseling and practical sup¬ 
port like shopping, cooking, cleaning, child care 
and medically-related transportation. The pro¬ 
gram’s objective is to “cross over” the boundaries 


of race, class, gender and sexual orientation in its 
service delivery to reach those historically under¬ 
served by the health care system - women, chil¬ 
dren, people of color, low-income gay men, poor 
and homeless people, substance users, and the 
transgendered. 

Shanti is seeking culturally-specific candidates 
from among these populations and neighbor¬ 
hoods, volunteers to provide support for people 
living with HIV disease within these populations 
and neighborhood groups. 

After completing an office interview, potential 
volunteers will be enrolled in a three-day week-

The Case of the Mouthy Meter Maid 
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The parking meter on Market Street that sparked the July 6 
exchange between Mark Dunlop and one of the city’s finest.

A gay man says he didn’t 
just get a ticket when his park¬ 
ing meter expired as he was 
shopping last month; he claims 
to have gotten a mouthful of 
anti-gay attitude from a meter 
maid as well. 

The July 6 incident is now 
under investigation, according 
to Robert Oakes, lesbian and 
gay liaison to Mayor Frank 
Jordan. 

“The Mayor’s office takes 
seriously any charges of hate 
crimes, and we have talked to 
Department of Parking and 
Traffic director John Newlin 
and have been assured that a 
complete and thorough investi¬ 
gation will be conducted,” 
Oakes said. 

Mark Dunlop, who made the 
claim against the meter maid, 
said the incident began when he 
made a lunchtime dash into the 
House of Futons to make a pur¬ 
chase, believing that one quar¬ 
ter would be enough for his 
meter. 

“I put one quarter into the 
meter, assuming I would be 
brief,” Dunlop said. “At around 
12:30,1 looked out the door and 
saw a parking enforcement offi¬ 
cer in front of my car. I ran out 
of the store with a quarter in my 
hand. I explained to her that I 
was in the store and the parking 
meter had just run out. She told 
me it was too late.” 

Dunlop’s pleas fell on 
proverbial deaf ears, he said in 
a letter to Department of 
Parking and Traffic director 
John Newlin that detailed the 
abusive incident. 

“She told me it was too late. 
I again asked her to ‘give me a 


break,”’ Dunlop says. 

The meter maid would not 
only not relent, she then 
allegedly told him to “Feed the 
meter, faggot,” Dunlop said. 

An incensed Dunlop told her 
not to leave and that was going 
to call the police, but the meter 
maid allegedly told him that she 
wasn’t sticking around. 

“She said ‘I’m not waiting, 
call 911,”’ Dunlop told Newlin 
in his letter of complaint. 

“I attempted to follow her 
and look for a police officer. 
Finally I did call 911 and 
although they said they would 
send a car, they did not,” he 
said. 

A frustrated Dunlop then 
began to experience a byzantine 
bureaucratic run-around famil¬ 
iar to citizens with complaints 
against city workers. 

“Eventually I was referred to 
Department of Parking and 
Traffic, who then referred me to 
a police station - and they 
referred me back to DPT,” 
Dunlop said. 

The case is under investiga¬ 
tion, acknowledged DPT 


spokesperson Lizbet Engbert. 

“We receive a large number 
of complaints from citizens. 
Incidents like this are taken 
very seriously by the depart¬ 
ment.” 

Part of the problem with 
such incidents is that employ¬ 
ees have rights to due process, 
and the incidents need corrobo¬ 
ration or they become one per¬ 
son’s word against another, 
Engbert said. 

“If it’s found that an 
employee made racist, homo- 
phobic, or other absolutely 
unacceptable comments to a 
citizen, disciplinary steps will 
be taken,” Engbert said. 

The investigation into the 
incident will take about three 
weeks, Engbert told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The Department has a disci¬ 
plinary process that runs the 
gamut from counseling to let¬ 
ters of reprimand to termina¬ 
tion. 

According to Dunlop, the 
meter maid remains on her 
Cushman cart assigned to the 
Castro district beat.V

had already indicated that 
Glasser was able to have some 
extremely limited social func¬ 
tioning. 

Glasser has also been the 
victim of harassment related to 
his lawsuit, according to his 
partner Marcus Hedgecock, 
M.D. 

Hedgecock, a radiologist, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
Glasser had received anti- 
Semitic and threatening phone 
messages shortly after the trial 
started and, in one instance, was 
apparently followed and 
harassed by the same unidenti¬ 
fied individual. 

A lawsuit by Glasser, chal¬ 
lenging a lower court ruling that 
overturned the enforceability of 
the local municipalities to cre¬ 
ate and enforce anti-gay job 
bias laws, is currently before 
the California State Supreme 
Court. T 


Gay Man Loses 
CSAA Lawsuit

A Superior Court jury has 
ruled that a gay man was not the 
victim of anti-gay job bias when 
he was employed at California 
State Automobile Association. 

Ron Glasser, a former claims 
specialist, sued the insurance 
company in 1992 under the pro¬ 
visions of AB 2601, which 
amended state labor codes to 
ban discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation. 

Glasser worked at the firm 
from 1988 until 1992. 

“We’re gratified the jury 
returned that verdict. The kind 
of discrimination that Mr. 
Glasser alleged is intolerable to 
us, and we would not tolerate 
employees behaving in that 
manner,” said CSAA spokesper¬ 
son Barry Shiller. 

Glasser charged that he was 
subjected to continual anti-gay 
slurs and harassing comments 
by employees and supervisors 
and was forced to leave his job 
and go on disability insurance 
because of the harassment. 

Glasser has AIDS and suffers 
from agoraphobia. 

Superior Court Judge Alfred 
Chiantelli ruled at the start of the 
trial that videotaped depositions 
of Glasser’s testimony, a 300- 
page handwritten diary and 57 
hours of audiotapes that Glasser 
secretly recorded documenting 
the alleged workplace abuse 
were not acceptable as evidence. 

“We had a very intelligent 
and diligent jury, and I spoke to 
them after the trial. They said 
they felt bad about rendering a 
verdict for CSAA but they felt 
they had to in view of Ron’s 
inability to testify. So, given the 
limitations on the information 
available to them, I can’t fault 
the jury. We were really ham¬ 
pered by Ron’s inability to 
come back for a second day of 
testimony. We are considering 
what our options are,” said 
Glasser’s attorney, Walter 
Moore. 

Glasser ‘s testimony was 
ruled inadmissible by Chiantelli 
when he failed to return to the 
court to take the stand for cross 
examination, after testifying on 
July 25. 

During the trial, attorneys 
from the law firm of Thelen, 
Marrin, Johnson and Bridges 
revealed that they had assigned 
a private investigator to follow 
Glasser and introduced photo¬ 
graphic evidence in an attempt 
to repudiate his claims of agora¬ 
phobia. 

However, previous testimony 
introduced by Glasser’s attorney

A man stabbed ten times with a camping ax 
last week - by a man who the police report says 
may have been both his psychiatrist and boyfriend 
- remains in critical condition at San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

The psychiatrist was arrested on attempted 
murder charges, but was later released pending 
the conclusion of a continuing investigation into 
the incident by the district attorney’s office. 

The victim, 35-year-old Mario Mondillo, 
remains on a respirator and in intensive care, 
according to University of California spokesper¬ 
son Alice Trinkl. 

“We’re doing everything we can to keep him 
alive,” Trinkl told the Bay Area Reporter. “It’s too 
soon to tell.” 

Mondillo was admitted to Mission Emergency 
Hospital on Monday, July 25 after police were 
called to his Ivy Street residence by neighbors 
who reported hearing screams and cries for help. 

Mondillo was naked, covered with blood from 
head to toe, and bleeding profusely when police 
arrived at the scene shortly after 11 p.m. 

“He’s going to kill me,” Mondillo told officers. 


according to the police report. 

Police arrested Dean Freeman, M.D, without 
incident at the scene and booked him at the Hall 
of Justice on attempted murder charges in con¬ 
nection with the incident. 

Police also confiscated a bag containing a 
white residue they believe to be methampheta- 
mine, and several prescription vials containing 
drugs prescribed by Freeman to Mondillo. 

Mondillo told police that Freeman had been 
giving him a massage when the University of 
California clinical instructor of psychiatry began 
stabbing him without provocation. 

Police reported that Freeman, clad only in his 
underwear and socks, was also bleeding profusely 
from by a knife wound to the left wrist when 
arrested. 

Although Freeman has been released from cus¬ 
tody pending the District Attorney’s investigation 
office into the incident, the 1987 Georgetown 
University School of Medicine graduate was 
immediately suspended by San Francisco General 
Hospital pending an internal investigation of the 
charges against him. 

Freeman, who completed an internship and

Rynerson Goes From HRC To DSS

San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission member 
Earl Rynerson has been 
appointed to The Department of 
Social Services Commission by 
Mayor Frank Jordan. 

Rynerson, vice chair of the 
commission’s Lesbian/Gay/

Commission last December. 

During his tenure on the 
Human Rights Commission, 
Rynerson was a key figure in 
resolving the dispute over anti¬ 
gay and racist statements made 
by KFRC radio station com¬ 
mentators.

Edward Paulson,

Eddie started at San 
Francisco’s famous Black Cat 
bar in the late 1940s, where he 
met Mama Jose Sarria - “the 
Widow Norton” and the first 
Empress of San Francisco - 
when he was only 16 years old. 
Jose took Eddie under his wing 
and raised him well and quickly. 

Eddie took to raising money 
in a unique way, by being an 
auctioneer, like a duck to water. 
For the next 23 years, he raised 
money for the Muscular Dys- 
trophy 
Asso¬ 
ciation. 
Paulson 
moved 
to Hay¬ 
ward in 
the mid- 
1 970s 
and fit 
right 
into the 
growing

there, 

landing a job at the Turf Club. 
Over a period of 19 years, the 
name “Eddie P.” became a 
household word in Hayward; 
anything he did or had his name 
on drew a large following. 

Eddie became Alameda

n’t or wouldn’t do for the gay 
community. He received many 
awards, from Sacramento to 
L.A. In 1990 he received his 
highest award from I.S.E., pro¬

Characterizing his tenure on 
the politically charged HRC as 
“a great learning experience,” 
Rynerson told the Bay Area 
Reporter there had been a peri¬ 
od of tension with the LGB- 
TAC, but said the issue was 
more an issue of style versus 
substance. 

Members of the HRC and 
the LGBTAC were present for 
Rynerson’s swearing in as a 
DSS Commissioner. 

A computer systems expert, 
Rynerson is a past president of 
the San Francisco Big 
Brothers/Sisters and is active 
with Project Inform and the 
Horizons Foundation. ▼

Don’t Kiss Jesse’s Butts 

So their “men of God” kill our doctors and their “legislators” 
cripple our teachers: is there anything the far right won’t do to 
get their own way? 

A few years ago, when battle over abortion rights first attract¬ 
ed the wackos, only the alarmists among us thought it would end 
with blood running in the streets. Obviously, they were right, as 
evidenced by the shooting of a doctor by a far right “minister” 
this week. The second such shooting in that town in a year. 

A few days after that shooting, the U.S. Senate voted to 
uphold Jesse Helms’s attack on all schools that don’t teach 18th 
century sexual theory: we wonder if teachers are going to be 
gunned down next. Don’t laugh. This isn’t funny. 

A few weeks ago several members of the far right gathered in 
the middle of nowhere (Sacramento) to listen to a woman 
described by Rush Limbaugh as “the most intelligent woman 
I’ve heard in...” Considering Limbaugh’s well-known antipathy 
toward women - he’s scared of the strong ones and contemptu¬ 
ous of the weak ones - it seemed worth it to find out, first hand, 
what she had to say. 

Her name is not important; she was not intelligent. What she 
was, in fact, was coarsely violent, which is apparently what gives 
Limbaugh a rush. As she spoke about the escalating “war” over 
American values, she directly alluded to the possibility of a 
shooting war - yes, a civil war, a bloody brother-against-broth- 
er/sister-against-sister kind of war. 

We are not making this up. 

Nobody in that church stood to challenge her glorification of 
violence, or to remark that advocating such a war was inappro¬ 
priate in that house of worship. They nodded, and murmured, 
and a few may have even said “Amen.” 

And that is why, combined with the latest shooting and the 
latest Senate vote, we don’t believe it when the few literate 
spokespeople of the far right like William Bennett - Reagan’s 
Secretary of Education, ironically - write their op-ed columns 
deploring the emerging “prejudice” against them and their tac¬ 
tics. 

Bennett and his cronies would like to co-opt language defined 
by the truly oppressed, and claim they, too, are victims of big¬ 
otry. But for anyone to compare an innate quality like sexuality 
or race with a learned behavior like Bible banging is intentional¬ 
ly comparing two different things: it’s like the difference 
between “west,” which is a direction, and “left,” which is an ori¬ 
entation. The two might not seem so different when you first 
think about it, but in fact they are not at all comparable. 

The Christian reconstructionists, by throwing themselves into 
this skirmish, must now face responsibility for their actions. Just 
as, it must be said, we do. We have the responsibility to our¬ 
selves, and to the generations they are trying to keep in the dark, 
to fight back as if our lives depended upon it. 

They do. 

So it makes sense to begin by protecting our lives in another 
way: by not purchasing Helms’s other export besides homopho¬ 
bia: tobacco. This editorial is written by a smoker - who cannot 
believe it himself as he sees these words dancing across his com¬ 
puter screen - who has resisted every other reason to quit. But 
after the latest Helms outrage it becomes necessary to acknowl¬ 
edge (to quote activist/gadfly Michael Petrelis) that putting a 
cigarette in your mouth is like putting Helms himself in there 
and we know of no worse image. 

Perhaps it is time to clear the cigarette machines out of 
America’s gay bars. Not just one particular brand, but the whole 
damn nasty-smelling cancer-causing Helms-supporting kit and 
caboodle. 

Let North Carolina farmers know that when they sent Jesse 
Helms to the Senate all he brought home was economic cata¬ 
strophe. This isn’t a call to boycott, exactly, since that would 
have to be community-based and nationwide to succeed, but we 
do urge those who are supposed to be looking out for us to con¬ 
sider a way to let Helms know he has gone too far. 

So the next time you see strangers in a bar chewing on straws, 
sweating, and gasping, have some sympathy: they may be quit¬ 
ting smoking and fighting for truth, justice, and the American 
way. T

We Can Face the Challenges Ahead Together

A little more than one year ago, we 
won a historic victory on the floor of 
the United States Senate with the 
confirmation of Roberta Achtenberg 
as Assistant Secretary for Fair 
Housing at HUD. 

I will never forget what Senator Jesse Helms 
said to me after he called Roberta a “damn les¬ 
bian.” He turned to me and warned, “This... vote 
...will., be... remembered.” I thought - yes, this 
vote will be remembered. It will be remembered as 
a time that we stood up to the politics of hate on 
the Senate floor and won. And since Roberta’s 
confirmation, several openly gay individuals have 
won confirmation in the Senate on the basis of 
their professional qualifications, without contro¬ 
versy because of their sexual orientation. 

We must continue to challenge the voices of 
hatred and fear, and in doing so, we will lay the 
foundation for change in this country. We must not 
allow ourselves to be paralyzed by those voices 
that preach division and discrimination, but instead 
focus our efforts on a bold agenda for the future. 

We must fight discrimination whenever and 
wherever it rears its ugly head. How can any of us 
forget the Laguna Beach man beaten beyond 
recognition by two teenagers who set out that night 
to - in their own words - “beat up some fags.” Or 
the two Oregon roommates who were burned to 
death during the campaign to pass that state’s anti¬ 
gay Measure 9. Tragically, these two acts did not 
occur in a vacuum. According to the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, there were 1,900 anti-gay 
incidents reported in 1992 - that’s triple the num¬ 
ber that were reported just five years earlier. And a 
report released by the Los Angeles County 
Commission on Human Relations in May of this 
year stated that gay men have become the leading 
target of hate crimes in Los Angeles County. There 


is too much hatred in this country, and there has 
never been a more important time for us to stand 
up and be counted. 

We must pass legislation to prohibit discrimina¬ 
tion in employment, in housing and in education. 
If we are really going to end discrimination, we 
must do much more than curtail hate crimes and 
anti-gay initiatives. We must make it perfectly 
clear that every American - regardless of gender, 
race, religion or sexual orientation—must be able 
to reach for the American Dream. These changes 
in policy must begin at home—within the walls of 
our own government. There is no room for com¬ 
promise here: gays and lesbians who want to serve 
their country must be allowed to do so. Service in 
this nation’s armed forces must be based - now 
and forever - on skills, conduct, and patriotism, 
not sexual orientation. 

We must end the deadly epidemic of AIDS. The 
people of this nation have seen too many lives cut 
short, too many families and communities 
destroyed, and too much official neglect of this 
national tragedy. Let us use our voices and our 
strength as caring people to secure adequate funding 
for the Ryan White Care Act, for comprehensive 
research, for the CDC Prevention Program, for com¬ 
munity treatment centers and for strong educational 
programs to help stop the spread of this disease. 

We must work to enact comprehensive health 
care reform. Any health care reform package must 
guarantee universal coverage and make the term 
“pre-existing condition” a relic of the past. It must 
cover a broad range of women’s health needs, 
including abortion, pap smears and the prevention, 
detection and treatment of breast cancer. Recent 
studies show that breast cancer disproportionately 
affects the lesbian community. This legislation, in 
order to have my support, must guarantee every 
American - men, women, gay, straight, rich, and 
poor - real health security that can never be taken 
away. ▼

Catholic Overture 

In your honest response to the pathetic letter 
from Fr. Alphonse Le May (BAR, July 14) in which 
he urges the BAR to stop “persecuting our faith,” 
you wrote, “When it makes genuine overtures to 
us, we may give a gram of rat shit for your opin¬ 
ion.”

solidarity with the oppressed and the culturally 
reviled unite us far more than the denominational 
and sectarian squabbles of the spiritually bankrupt 
and hypocritical. Do not look only for an “over¬ 
ture” from the Episcopal Bishop of California, the 
Roman Archbishop of San Francisco, the Chief 
Rabbi in Jerusalem, or the Pope in Rome. 

We do not deny our failings, lack of compas¬ 
sion, or bigoted and violent history. We ask for¬ 
giveness for them. In these places of worship in 
our City, if you enter humbly, with an open heart, 
and without hate, if you enter seeking mercy and 
compassion, if you enter desiring to make love and 
do justice, you will find a joyful and heart-felt wel¬ 
come. Jesus said, “Come all who are in grief or any 
kind of trouble.” We say, “Come all who seek a 
deeper understanding of what it means to be a 
human being in decidedly troubled times. Forgive 
us the sins of our past. Come, make sure we never 
do it again.” Come, eat of our meager “biscuits,” as 
you called them. For us, they are a healing remedy 
for spiritually hurting people and the humble 
bricks holding together a community of faith.

Nude and Proud 

Alan Irwin, who fears that straight people will 
be offended by nudity in the Gay Parade (Letters, 
July 21), should know that straight San 
Franciscans are more tolerant than he thinks. 
Those of us who ran (or walked) nude in the Bay 
to Breakers found the reaction of runners and spec¬ 
tators, most of whom were straight, overwhelm¬ 
ingly supportive. Throughout the length of the race 
we were greeted with smiles, cheers, applause, 
thumbs-up, shouts of “Right on!” and numerous 
requests to pose for photographs. And several peo¬ 
ple confided to us that they wished they had the 
nerve to do what we were doing. 

If people were bom clothed, wearing clothes 
would be everyone’s birthright; but people are 
bom nude, so going nude is everyone’s birthright, 
and restrictions on public nudity are unjust unless 
rationally grounded (e.g., prohibitions of nudity on 
crowded public transportation or in occupations 
where health or safety are involved: for chefs, doc¬ 
tors, nurses, firefighters, construction workers, 
etc.). Prejudice against nudity is not sufficient 
ground to restrict its practice! 

Irwin remarks, “I’m not saying don’t dress in 
your ostrich feathers or leather harnesses or nun’s 
habits. The more outrageous, the better.” But only 
a little while ago some gays were telling us not to 
wear such outfits because they might offend 
straight people. It was only by overcoming such 
fears that gay people won the freedoms we now 
have.

Queer Expertise 

When I read in your pages about the controver¬ 
sy over the new sexual advice column in the per¬ 
sonal pages of SF Weekly, I didn’t know whether 
my favorite news writer Dennis Conkin’s alarum 
was a well-needed expose of homophobia in local 
print, or hoopla based on competition for classi¬ 
fieds among two weeklies I care about. 

So, I did something I hadn’t done before: I read 
three of Dan Savage’s columns. And found them 
sophomoric but delightful. Yes, he uses the saluta¬ 
tion “Hey, Faggot” at the front of each letter writ¬ 
ten to him. But columns full of self-hatred? Hardly. 

In fact, what makes the column refreshing is 
that he is a queer man in a position to put down his 
mostly straight male queriers, telling them to get 
over their anus-phobias, unmasking subtle or 
unsubtle anti-gay attitudes, deflating their liberal 
self-delusions, even suggesting they come out of 
their closets. 

We have long known that heterosexual males 
harbor desires to be dominated by women. 
“Savage Love” provides opportunities for them to 
be topped by a gay man, and love it. This is not 
really surprising^ for a knowledge of sexual plea¬ 
sure (and how to maintain it in the age of AIDS) is 
a queer’s area of expertise. 

I hope the men at GLAAD thicken their skin 
some, then keep finding examples of homophobia 
on the part of our enemies, but not jump to con¬ 
clusions based on salutations like “Yo, Faggot.” 
All, in reality, is based on context. I use the word 
“faggot” often in print, as well as “bull-dyke” 
(when the chew fits) and even “bitch” when appro¬ 
priate (as in the case of Joan Crawford). I believe 
we need to have the right, and the Freedom of 
Speech, to do so for gay readers, and in reaching 
out to straight ones.

The N Word 

I have resisted entering into the battle zone 
between Dan “Savage Love,” GLAAD, CUAV, 
Isadora “ask me how tired my column is” Altman, 
the B.A.R, the editors of the Weekly, et. al. 
However, Mr. di Maria’s letter to the editor of the 
SF Weekly (July 20,1994), in response to Mr. 
O’Hehir’s letter to the editor of the B.A.R., sent me 
over the edge. 

I take personal offense when a white gay man 
who has challenged a “straight” paper’s ability to 
help his community reclaim an epithet goes on to 
tell Black Folks what Dick Gregory’s use of the N 
word is all about. 

Firstly, Mr. Gregory usage of the N word is in 
the context of a description of a group of people at 
the bottom rung of American society, or descrip¬ 
tive of an expandable class. (See Gregory’s Kent 
State, where anti-war college students are referred 
to as America’s “New Niggers.”) Secondly, it is 
absolutely absurd for Mr. di Maria to assert that 
Gregory’s usage of the N word is analogous to the 
usage of the word queer - as opposed to the word 
faggot. 

As a white gay man Mr. di Maria does not know 
what it is like to come home at the age of five and 
have his parents, with tears in their eyes, explain to 
him what the N word means and why some white 
playmate would hurl it at him. He does not know 
what it is like to run for his life with three white 
Boston hoodlums shouting the N word in his wake. 
He knows well the violence associated with the 
word faggot and can speak to that with authority, 
but do not tell this Black Gay Man that the N word 
is analogous to the word queer. 

Mr. di Maria’s analogy fails to recognize that 
the histories of the two words are not the same. 
Queer had a use prior to its misappropriation by 
homophobes (so did faggot for that matter). 
However, the N word was created by whites with 
the clear intent to label a people as subordinate. 
The word has never been misappropriated by those 
who would use it in this manner. 

Furthermore, the political usage of the two 
words is not the same. Whereas queer may have 
gained some acceptance as a political term for 
many gays and lesbians, the same is not true for the 
N word. MLK, DuBois, Garvey, Malcolm, Jesse, 
or Huey never used the N word nor advocated for 
it usage as a tool of Black Liberation. It just ain’t 
so. What is most troubling is the ease with which 
Mr. di Maria makes the analogy. Does this mean 
that he as a self-identified queer man thinks that 
Blacks are niggers? A .

pgr* ike thousands of 
other gay and les¬ 
bian San Francis¬ 
cans, I spent Sunday 
at Candlestick Park 
watching the Giants make histo¬ 
ry by becoming the first profes¬ 
sional team of any sport to join 
the fight against AIDS. A Giants 
official told me they were hop¬ 
ing to clear at least $125,000 for 
the cause, with $50,000 coming 
from their portion of the ticket 
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sales and the rest from “Until 
There’s a Cure” T-shirts and 
gold and silver bracelets, along 
with some cash donations. 

Was this a breakthrough in a 
major league sport where the 
teams are mostly run by conser¬ 
vative business owners and fea¬ 
ture some well-known homo- 
phobic players? I think that it 
was. Sure, the question can be 
asked “Why did it take so 
long?” But at least it is happen¬ 
ing now, which is perhaps the 
result of owner Peter Magowan, 
the Safeway executive, calling 
the shots. 

Magowan is a decent and 
caring guy, who, I am told, has 
lost several gay friends to AIDS. 
Can you imagine Marge Schott, 
the homophobic, racist owner of 
the Reds, doing this? Or for that 
matter, even Bob Lurie, the past 
owner of our own Giants? 

I have never seen so many 
gays and lesbians at 
Candlestick, and I’m a pretty 
regular attendant at Giants 
games. However, sometimes 
people are never satisfied. 
Instead of acknowledging what 
the Giants organization did 
Sunday, a good friend of mine 
whose opinion I usually appre¬ 
ciate was quick to call me that 
evening and complain that 
“there weren’t enough gays and 
lesbians taking part in the pre¬ 
game ceremony. The gays who 
have died from the disease 
weren’t given enough credit,” 
etc. What the hell did he expect 
- a drag queen throwing out the 
first pitch? 

One can only hope that other 
teams - baseball, football, hock¬ 
ey and basketball in particular - 
will follow. That, of course, 
remains to be seen. The Giants 
have taken a step in the right 
direction, though. 

Emotions ran high with the 
reading of names as portions of 
the Quilt were unfolded, and 
many obviously straight fans 
were seen wearing the “Until 
There’s a Cure” T-shirts that 
were selling for $26 each. All in 
all, it was a good day: money 
was raised to fight a deadly dis¬ 


ease, the Giants won big, and 
despite the looming strike, a 
Giant step was taken in getting 
out manager Dusty Baker’s 
message that “we are all in this 
fight together.”

Incidentally, Mayor Frank 
Jordan got a warm reception at 
the ‘Stick as he walked through 
the crowd wearing a Giants cap. 
Maybe it was only because 
many of the fans still give the 
mayor credit for helping keep 
the team here, but even Jordan 
seemed a bit surprised at the 
shouts of encouragement he 
received. (All those would-be 
mayors would be fools to count 
this guy out.) 

Republicans in and out of 
Washington are getting more 


alarmed as the religious right 
edges closer and closer to tak¬ 
ing over the GOR Some fear a 
political confrontation within 
the party unparalleled since the 
rise of Barry Goldwater 30 
years ago. One “moderate” 
GOP senator told a recent 
national talk show audience that 
“one of the best things Bill 
Clinton has going for him in 
1996 is the sad fact that our 
party is falling fast to the Pat 
Robertsons, Pat Buchanans and 
other extremists who want to 
make our party a church. It can 
only mean disaster for us at the 
polls.” 

Though they are both spend¬ 
ing big bucks on television ads, 
one local campaign consultant 
told me this week that Dianne 
Feinstein’s and Michael 
Huffington’s expensive TV 
spots “are some of the worst 
I’ve seen in a high stakes con¬ 
test.” 

Lobbyists in D.C. are work¬ 
ing hard to get Congress to pass 
the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act. The bill 
would extend protection of cur¬ 


rent federal law that protects on 
the basis of race, sex, religion, 
national origin, age and disabil¬ 
ity to sexual orientation as well. 
The bill has been endorsed by a 
wide range of people, from civil 
rights activist Coretta Scott 
King to former Senator Barry 
Goldwater, a supporter of gay 
rights. Currently, eight states 
have legislation protecting 
against sexual-orientation dis¬ 
crimination. 

In Washington the 
Republicans, led in part by New 
York Senator Alphonse 
D’Amato, are trying their best 
to smear Bill and Hillary 
Clinton with the Whitewater 
scandal. True, Clinton has some 
serious problems (Whitewater is 
not, in my mind, one of them), 
but this is no Watergate - and 


having Alphonse D’Amato in 
charge of “ethics” is like having 
Jeffrey Dahmer in charge of a 
school lunch program.

Real People

I n anticipation of the 
awe-inspiring perfor¬ 
mances we were about 
to experience, hundreds 
of women and a handful 
of men lined the wood-paneled 
stairwell of Brava! For Women 
in the Arts last Monday night. 
What followed was an evening 
of reading - and in the writers’ 
self-exposure, a little bit of 
reading people out. 

The place was packed with 
women of varying everything 
(sizes, ethnicities, classes), 
making the babe factor about a 
million. There were so many 
people that the reading was 
split between two floors. Two 
writers/performers upstairs, 
two downstairs, switch. 

The evening’s readings, 
which were haunting in their 
ability to repeatedly alter the 
moods, pulses, and sex drives 
of the audience, were in honor 
of Cheryl Marie Wade, who had 
just been awarded an NEA per¬ 
formance grant. The successful 
evening was a benefit for 
Brava! as well. 

I was upstairs in the loft-like 
space of Brava! crammed 
between women, the best place 
to be if you have to be 
crammed, with my hors d’oeu¬ 
vres and cranberry juice. The 
evening began upstairs with a 


short piece from Cheryl, the 
honored guest, that was a 
glimpse of her upcoming show 
(which I for one definitely plan 
on attending). She spoke not 
only with her mouth but also 
with her hands and her neck - 
her body - with the vivacious¬ 
ness and conviction of a child 
who has not known defeat, the 
wisdom of an ancient text and 
the passion of a lover. 

Next up was Jewelle Gomez, 
reading essays from her collec¬ 
tion, Forty-three Septembers. 
Jewelle spoke of gaining the 
vocabulary to name what she 
knew she was - a bulldagger - 
at age 13 from her grandmoth¬ 
er. The word was not an accusa¬ 
tion, a threat, or a put-down as 
Jewelle recounted, but a word 
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to describe a woman with 
, whom her grandmother had 
danced and whose memory 
caused the word to pass 
between the grandmother’s lips 
in a smile. 

The second essay that 
Jewelle shared was also about 
learning something from her 
grandmother, in this case how 
to swim in the ocean. It wasn’t 
so much the mechanical ability 
that was of such grave impor¬ 


tance, Jewelle explained, but 
the self-respect, the sense of 
accomplishment and pride at 
“understanding something out¬ 
side of herself.” 

Daily affirmations 

After Jewelle gave us per¬ 
mission to adopt her family 
should we wish to do so, she 
passed the spotlight along to 
Mab Segrest, who also read to 
us about family from her book, 
Race Traitor, about doing anti¬ 
racism work in the South as a 
Southern white dyke. (We 
would hear a lot about family 
tonight - both fiction and non.) 
This particular piece was about 
Mab’s relationship with her 
mother and her mother’s death. 
Mab told us these stories with 
incredible emotion, honesty 
and vulnerability (traits 
Dorothy Allison would later 
discuss). 

Mab recalled going through 
her mother’s checkbook-sized 
calendar, where she kept notes 
and affirmations of sorts about 
what was happening in her life. 
Mab looked for certain dates 
that she remembered having 
talks with her mama looking for 
notes. Mab had recently sent 
her mother the galleys of her 
book, in which Mab confronts 
the racism of her home while 
negotiating how to keep loving 
her family. On the date her 
mother received the galleys, 
Mab found written in the mar¬ 
gins of the calendar: 
“Forgiveness is acceptance.” 

After a brief intermission, 
Dorothy Allison and Cherrie 
Moraga came upstairs to have a 
kind of conversation before us 
by reading in tandem and feed¬ 
ing off each other’s thoughts, 
words, and images. Dorothy 
emphasized openness and vul¬ 
nerability as necessities of good 
writing. “People try to wait till 
they’ve got it all figured out,” 
she told us. “But that’s not 
when it’s good.” 

These two women galloped 
across a lot of terrain, covering 
topics that ranged from dildos 
and baby penises to incest and 
blood and earth. They read 
from several of their works: 
Cherrie’s Shadow of a Man and 
Heroes and Saints, and 
Dorothy’s The Women Who 
Hate Me, Bastard Out of 
Carolina and her latest work. 
Skin. 

All these women, in their 
great candor and what people 
consider the weakness involved 
in making or leaving oneself 
vulnerable, have found the 
deepest, most potent source of 
strength that feeds the urgency 
to put images of our experi¬ 
ences as women, as lesbians, as 
people of color out into the 
world for all to see - to speak 
and be heard. ▼

San Francisco Dyke 
Honored by Bar Association

Nancy L. Davis, co-founder and executive 
director of San Francisco’s Equal Rights 
Advocates, one of the nation’s more prestigious 
public interest law firms, has been honored by the 
American Bar Association with the 1994 Margaret 
Bent Women Lawyers of Achievement Award. 

Davis, the partner of San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge Donna Hitchens, will receive the 
award during a luncheon presentation of the 
American Bar Association Commission on 
Women in the Profession at the ABA Convention 
in New Orleans. 

Davis, 48, is a Stanford University School of 
Law graduate and has been a Bay Area resident 
for 30 years. 

“I am deeply honored to be in the company of 
this year’s honorees and those who have received 
the award in past years. It’s truly a stellar group of 
people,” Davis told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Past recipients of the award include Circuit 
Judge Patricia McGowan Wald of the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia, U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice Ruth Bader Ginsberg, 
Professor Anita Hill, former director of the 
Mexican American Legal Defense and Education 
Fund Vilma Martinez, and NAACP Counsel 
Elaine Jones. 

The award was created in 1991 by the 
Commission as a way of honoring the achieve¬ 
ments of women lawyers and to draw attention to 
role models for young women, according to an 
ABA spokesperson. 

“Nancy Davis describes her mission as the 
empowerment of women,” said Cory Amron, the 
commission chair, in a statement announcing the 
nomination. “Her dedication to equity, dating 
from her days as a law student, has encompassed 
girls playing soccer, women in jail, women seek¬ 
ing opportunities in non-traditional jobs, women 
of color, and poor women. 

“As her nominators suggest, she is an extraor¬ 
dinary gift to all women, giving passionate and 
reasoned voice to their needs in law.” 

Among the factors contributing to the success

of the agency’s legal advocacy for women’s issues 
is a broad-based community effort of Bay Area 
groups and individuals, Davis said. 

And, she said, a major part of her legal advo¬ 
cacy is challenging the entrenched and uncon¬ 
scious American assumption that gender equals 
male and race equals white. 

“The needs, concerns, and interests of women 
of color are all too often overlooked,” Davis said. 
“What lies at the heart of my work is confronting 
the fear of differences.” 

Keynote speaker at the awards luncheon will 
be former U.S. Representative Barbara Jordan, 
one-time member of the House Judiciary 
Committee and a key figure during Watergate 
impeachment proceedings. Jordan is currently 
chair of the U.S. Commission on Judicial 
Reform.

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CHP Gets PWAs and Other 
Homeless Off Tenderloin Streets

Community Housing Partnership, a compre¬ 
hensive housing provider in the Tenderloin, has 
opened 58 units of housing designated solely for 
formerly homeless people. 

The San Christina Residence, a formerly aban¬ 
doned building once owned by Security Pacific 
Bank, has been transformed into a safe haven for 
residents at a cost of $2.4 million, according to 
CHP spokesperson Kiki Roumel. 

The distinctive triangular building at the comer 
of Market and Sixth streets had been a squat for 
homeless people and a neighborhood eyesore 
until CHP undertook the purchase of the site, with 
a combination of city and state funds, and renova¬ 
tion. 

Two dozen formerly homeless trainees partici¬ 
pated in the conversion of the property from aban¬ 
doned building to affordable housing that includes 
community kitchens and shared bathroom facili¬ 
ties in addition to the single room occupancy res¬ 
idences. 

Community Housing Partnership is a unique 
agency among San Francisco non- profit home¬ 
less providers. 

CHP programs service all segments of the 
homeless including families, people with AIDS, 
ex-convicts, people with disabilities, and others; 
half of the single residence occupancy units at the 
San Christina will be forever reserved for people 
who self-identify with mental health issues, 
Roumel said. 

Formerly homeless individuals in CHP resi¬ 
dences are given absolute tenants’ rights to their 
housing, and the agency provides optional on-site 
support services including counseling for sub¬ 
stance abuse, mental health, and employment, and 
vocational rehabilitation assistance to interested 
tenants. 

The support services approach is different 
from a highly structured shelter or mental health 
case management approach to homelessness, 
where residents are given housing but are often 
routinely denied tenants’ rights and may be forced

to take psychiatric medication or participate in 
treatment programs they do not desire. 

The low-key and supportive approach to assist¬ 
ing tenants with personal issues that may have 
been factors in homelessness successfully helps 
them stay off the street, according to CHP statis¬ 
tics. 

CHP’s approach of combining voluntary sup¬ 
port services with affordable housing have “extra¬ 
ordinary results,” according to Roumel. 

At the Senator Hotel, an Ellis Street project 
that opened in 1991, operated by CHP, only 16 out 
of 180 tenants have moved out involuntarily, and 
only 15 percent of tenants are delinquent in rent at 
any given time. 

According to CHP, the cost of supportive hous¬ 
ing is one fourth of the cost of institutionalization, 
and half the cost of a shelter. 

Because the building is also federally subsi¬ 
dized unit housing, low-income residents will be 
required to pay one third of their month income - 
whatever the amount - as rent. 

An estimated 6,000-8,000 people are homeless 
in San Francisco. T 


Bend Over for Good Health

Boxing great George Foreman is helping the 
American Cancer Society remind California men 
that “Real Men Get It Checked.” 

“It” is the little-understood - but vitally impor¬ 
tant - prostate gland. 

For the first time this year, prostate cancer is 
the most common cancer diagnosis, with more 
than 200,000 new cases expected in the U. S. and 
more than 15,000 in California. 

Forman, a former world heavyweight champi¬ 
on, is joined by 49ers Coach George Serifert and 
Golden State Warriors Coach Don Nelson in urg¬ 
ing men over 40 to have an annual digital rectal 
exam and a prostate specific antigen blood test 
(PSA) annually when they reach 50. 

Unfortunately, says the American Cancer 
Society, many men will do almost anything to 
avoid a prostate check-up, sometimes because of 
mistaken ideas about the disease - and sometimes 
because of apprehension about undergoing the 
examination, which involves sticking a finger in 
the patient’s rectum. Foreman says that’s no 
excuse. 

“I’ve felt pain in my life,” he says, “but a 
check-up for prostate cancer is a breeze. Don’t put 
it off.”

residence at the Mayo Clinic and another resi¬ 
dence at the University of Southern California, 
had been employed at the hospital since July 
1993. He had been a UCSF faculty member since 
April. 

Under California law, criminal charges must be 


filed against suspects within 48 hours or they can¬ 
not be held. 

Pending the conclusion of the criminal inves¬ 
tigation into the incident. Freeman can be re¬ 
arrested on an attempted murder warrant or other 
charges brought by the District Attorney’s office. 

Freeman also faces the loss of his medical 
license and prosecution on sex offense charges if 
the allegations that he was Mondillo’s psychiatrist

The “BS” in “PBS”

In his first news conference since becoming president of 
the Public Broadcasting System (PBS), Ervin Duggan insist¬ 
ed that gay novelist Armistead Maupin “should be sending us 
letters of thanks” for broadcasting Tales of the City instead 
of criticizing Duggan’s refusal to produce a sequel to the 
popular and critically-acclaimed series. 

Shortly after Duggan took over, PBS reneged on a 
promise to produce the sequel to Tales. That broken promise 
has been widely attributed to pressure from homophobic, 
censorious organizations that mounted hysterical nationwide 
protests over the airing of Tales of the City. 

“We are the people who have written the word ‘courage’ 
across the [television] screen,” Duggan said in response to a 
series of questions about PBS’s swerve towards conservative 
programming. At the press conference, Duggan admitted that 
he has received at least 2,000 letters encouraging PBS to go 
forward with a sequel to Tales. However, Duggan dismissed 
those letters as a “coercion” effort orchestrated by Maupin. 

Apparently Duggan has nothing but disdain for the lesbian 
and gay public, a sizable segment of the audience for the 
Public Broadcasting System. He seems to abide by the anti¬ 
logic of 1984, in which those who advocate for free expres¬ 
sion are cast as the “coercive” censors, while those who 
demand censorship are given their way.

Gay Peninsulans Get 
More Politically Active

Spurred by a vigorous local 
activist, gay, lesbian, and bisex¬ 
ual people in the mid-Peninsula 
and San Mateo County are orga¬ 
nizing in interest groups to pro¬ 
mote equality, visibility, cultural 
development, and support for 
gay youth. The kick-off for this 
new activism was a heavily 
attended Town Hall meeting in 
Palo Alto on June 11, and orga¬ 
nizers expect a similar event in 
San Mateo this Saturday, 
August 6 to be the next big 
push. 

One important catalyst for 
the meeting was a column enti¬ 
tled “A Centennial Challenge” 
in the March 16 issue of the 
Palo Alto Weekly. In it, a Palo 
Alto gay man named Robert 
Greeley pointed out that while 
the city’s liberal social climate 
has been fertile ground for 
acceptance of a gay community 
in its midst, more extensive and 
specific goals must be met. For 
the gay community, there must 
be greater visibility and advoca¬ 
cy; for the heterosexual commu¬ 
nity, there must be a movement 
beyond mere tolerance to “true 
appreciation of your gay com¬ 
patriots,” with such practical 
steps as facing down homopho¬ 
bia wherever it arises and being 
advocates for anti-discrimina¬ 
tion and partners’ benefits laws. 

One letter of protest, 
appeared in the paper following 
that column, but a more serious 
reaction came in the form of a 
seven-page diatribe from a viru-

lently anti-Semitic and homo- 
phobic “wacko in Los Altos,” 
indicating that “bombing news¬ 
papers and killing a couple of 
faggots should be the expected 
reaction of threatened Christian 
families.” Greeley turned over 
this evidence to the police, who 
are investigating. Meanwhile, 
he set about establishing the 
June meeting. He was, of 
course, not alone: co-workers 
on the project have included 
area residents Tom Hartland, 
Jay Davidson, Kathy and 
Jennifer Levinson, and 
Elizabeth Howton. 

After Palo Alto Mayor Liz 
Kniss warmly welcomed 100 
attendees to the June event at 
Palo Alto’s Cubberly 
Community Center, she reiterat¬ 
ed the city’s pledge to support 
diversity and multi-cultural 
activity and promised an early 
study of a domestic partners 
law. 

After some initial discussion, 
the group resolved itself into four 
interest groups: youth support, 
equality, culture, and visibility. 
Each met and began explorations 
of concerns and possibilities for 
action. For instance, in the youth 
support group, focus was on 
three main objectives: starting a 
youth group, starting a hotline, 
and doing sensitivity training in 
schools. 

Since then, Greeley has been 
keeping track of the groups 
established at the Town Hall 
meeting - all four have contin¬ 
ued to meet since then - and 
launching PLACE (Peninsula 
Lesbian/Bi/Gay Advocacy and 
Calendar Exchange), a periodi¬ 
cal he publishes to report on the 
Town Hall meetings and other 
upcoming events and additional 
developments. The latest 
PLACE included a thought-pro¬ 
voking questionnaire about the 
issue of whether there should be 
a continuing organizing group 
with its own name. At the time 
of the interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter,. Greeley said 
responses are still being 
received and no decision has 
been made. 

Greeley has lived on the 
Peninsula for 30 years, the last 
six years of which have been in 
Palo Alto. After attaining his 
B.A. at Santa Clara University 
with a political science major, 
he plunged into gay activism 


with GLAAD. Inspired to 
extend that organization’s work 
to his home turf, Greeley started 
So. Bay GLAAD, where he has 
served on the board for three 
years; he only recently resigned, 
because he is soon to start study 
at the law school of his alma 
mater. Now sustaining himself 
as a waiter, he told the B.A.R. he 
will continue his gay activism 
and eventually merge his life 
interest with his professional 
career by concentrating on pub¬ 
lic interest law. 

“I believe the time is ripe for 
the Peninsula to really get 
active, doing it ourselves,” 
Greeley said. “I am sure that for 
this role, I am at the right place 
at the right time.” 

Two established groups in 
the area - PFLAG (Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gay) 
and LGBAP (Lesbian-Gay- 
Bisexual Awareness Program) - 
have consistently supported this 
new gay activism. Both are 
involved in furthering schools 
programs, sending speakers into 
schools for greater visibility and 
understanding. Greeley told the 
B.A.R. he appreciated how 
much and how effectively those 
organizations have already lent 
their clout in important matters, 
such as securing meeting space 
for the Town Hall meetings. 

Further outreach is being 
conducted through such groups 
as ELLIPSE, the San Mateo 
County AIDS service. 

The San Mateo Town Hall 
will be at Hillsdale United 
Methodist Church, at 36th 
Avenue and Hacienda Street in 
San Mateo, from 10 am to 1 pm 
this Saturday, August 6. 
Procedures will be similar to the 
Palo Alto meeting. When asked 
about his expectations of the 
San Mateo meeting, Greeley 
replied, “ I feel we will almost 
clone the PA. success.” 

Everyone is invited to attend. 
The geographical scope of the 
PA. meeting was intended for 
the area from Mt. View to 
Redwood City. As it happened, 
about 80 percent of the atten¬ 
dees were from Palo Alto. The 
San Mateo meeting is hoped to 
attract people from all over the 
county. ▼

San Diego Man Held in L.A. Murder

LOS ANGELES - In this 
city obsessed with O. J. 
Simpson, there is another mur¬ 
der case getting less attention, 
even though the two cases share 
a similar dichotomy. In both 
instances the defendant is 
pegged as a vicious killer by the 
cops, and a hero of sorts by his 
supporters. But Simpson has 
high-priced lawyers as his sup¬ 
porters, and William Alan 
(“Tim”) Wells of San Diego has 
only a public defender and a few 
staunch friends who keep insist¬ 
ing a terrible mistake has been 
made. 

According to Homicide 
Detective Robert Wachsmuth of 
the Los Angeles Sheriff’s 
Department, the 25-year-old 
Wells was standing “in the area 
of Plummer Park,” on the stretch 
of Santa Monica Boulevard 
most notorious for its hustler 
trade, the night of July 4, 
“attempting to make contact 
with gay men.” Meanwhile, 50- 
year-old Therman Brown, a gay 
man who had returned to Los 
Angeles in June after several 
years in Austin, Texas, left his 
motel room for a drive through 
that same area of West 
Hollywood. 

Wachsmuth told the Bay 
Area Reporter that Wells “made 
eye contact in front of Plummer 
Park” with Brown, who was still 
driving his car. This informa¬ 
tion, he said, came from a “citi¬ 
zen-witness,” a 20-something 
hustler who “recognized the eye 
contact because he was doing 
the same thing.” 

According to Wachsmuth’s 
eyewitness, Brown swung his 
car into the self-serve carwash 
adjacent to the park. Wells 
approached Brown on the pas¬ 
senger side of the car and they 
had a conversation. After a few 
seconds, Wachsmuth said, “It’s 
alleged by us that the suspect 
shot the victim.” After being 
mortally wounded. Brown 
apparently attempted to drive 
away. He made it out of the car¬ 
wash and headed towards La 
Brea Avenue, where he crashed 
into two occupied cars. He was 
taken to Cedars Sinai Medical 
Center and was pronounced 
dead at 5 a.m. 

After the shooting, 
Wachsmuth said. Wells 
remained in the area and was 
pointed out by witnesses to the 
West Hollywood Sheriff’s 
deputy who came to the loca¬ 
tion. Asked why he thought 
Wells would remain in an area 
after having shot someone 
severely enough to kill him, 
Wachsmuth said, “I guess he 
thought that no one saw him. ... 
Strange things happen all the 
time.” Although the murder 
weapon has not been recovered, 
he thinks Wells “probably” 
threw the .380 caliber pistol into 
the bushes after the shooting. 

Although there . was no 
apparent motive, Wachsmuth 
said investigators have since 
determined that Brown was 
missing $4,500 in jewelry, 
including a gold watch with a 
gold Susan B. Anthony coin 
under the dial, a gold nugget 
watchband, and a gold ring with 
three rows of three diamonds 
each. Wachsmuth is asking for 
the public’s help in locating 
both the pistol and the missing 
jewelry. He assures the B.A.R. 
that the source of information 
will remain confidential. 

After Wells’s arrest near 


Plummer Park, he was taken to 
the West Hollywood Sheriff’s 
station and subsequently booked 
for murder. On July 12 he was 
arraigned in the Beverly Hills 
Municipal Court before Judge 
Judith O. Stein, with Deputy 
District Attorney Lisa Hart 
appearing for the people and 
Public Defender Marc 
Lewinstein representing Wells. 
Hart told the judge that she had 
just received the results of a gun 
shot residue test (GSR) that 
Wachsmuth later said were pos¬ 
itive - meaning, he said, that the 
test indicated there was gun¬ 
powder on Wells’ hands. 

...But is it true? 

But there is another side of 
the story, Wells’s friends say - 
or would say, except they have 
now been asked by Public 
Defender Lewinstein to avoid 
saying anything until the confu¬ 
sion is sorted out. Prior to the 
appeal for silence, however, 
they described Wells to the 
B.A.R. as “wonderful,” “car¬ 
ing,” “loving,” “polite,” and “a 
good person.” 

Don Beard, a nurse’s assis¬ 
tant in the surgical unit at San 
Diego’s Mercy Hospital, 
described Wells as “one of the 
most wonderful people I’ve ever 
met in my life.” They met 
almost five years ago when 
Beard trained Wells to be a 
nurse’s assistant at Mercy 
Hospital. Prior to that Wells had 
been a Naval medical corpsman 
stationed in San Diego. 

“I trained him on his first day 
at the hospital,” Beard said. 
“From Day One you could see 
he was a warm, loving, caring 
person, and immediately every¬ 
one just took to him. He did his 
job very well. He was one of the 
best employees in my depart¬ 
ment.” Wells resigned in June. 

Beard believes Wells’s trou¬ 
bles stem from “a severe case of 
being in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. This is just ridicu¬ 
lous. I’m appalled. I just can’t 
imagine it.” 

According to the accounts 
given by several of Wells’s 
friends, some who asked not to 
be quoted, “Tim” had come 
from San Diego to visit a friend 
over the Fourth of July week¬ 
end. In the late afternoon of July 
3 he left to go stay overnight 
with another friend, Brian 
Damrow, who had recently 
moved to Beverly Hills from 
San Diego. After getting some¬ 
thing to eat in West Hollywood 
with another San Diego friend, 
Chris Blitch, Wells said he 
wanted to go out “clubbing,” or 
dancing in the West Hollywood 
clubs. No one was concerned 
about his driving back because, 
according to both Damrow and 
Beard, Wells doesn’t drink or 
use drugs. Damrow said Wells 
left his apartment around half 
past midnight wearing a white 
tank top, jeans, and ankle-high 
sandy-colored work boots. 

The next day, Damrow got a 
call from Wells around noon. He 
was hard to understand, 
Damrow remembers, talking “in 
little spurts of words” through 
his tears. “He was crying. ‘You 
won’t believe this. I’m in jail.’ 
‘What?’ I said. ‘You’re kidding.’ 
‘No. I’m in jail right now. Some 
guy was found shot or killed and 
they think I did it.’” Damrow 
and Blitch went to the West 
Hollywood Sheriff’s station 
immediately, but were not 
allowed to see their friend. 

Wells has been having an 


extremely difficult time, accord¬ 
ing to his attorney and his 
friends. “He’s scared. He’s 
never been in trouble before. It’s 
a very scary position to be in. 
We’re investigating this case 
thoroughly,” Lewinstein said 
after Wells’ arraignment. 

While Wachsmuth said he’s 
confident that they’re holding 
the right suspect, he also said 
he’s continuing the investiga¬ 
tion. “Our objective is to find 
the truth,” he said. “Since we’re 
there, we go with the best evi¬ 
dence at the time. That’s it in a 
nutshell. We don’t want to pros¬ 
ecute someone who’s innocent 
because that means the guilty 
one goes free.” 

There is still much to investi¬ 
gate. For one, police say the gun 
that was used to kill Brown on 
July 4 was the same gun used to 
shoot two women in the 1000 
block of Sweetzer Avenue in 
West Hollywood at 1:56 a.m. on 
July 11. According to eyewit¬ 
nesses, an assailant approached 
the vehicle of Lisa La Pierre, 26, 
and Samantha Holcomb, 21, 
from Torrance as it stopped - 
and simply shot them. The mys¬ 
tery about the shooting is that 
the man apparently did not 
demand any money. 

At one point, according to a 
spokesperson for the Sheriff’s 
Information Bureau, detectives 
thought there might be a con¬ 


nection between the Sweetzer 
shootings and an armed robbery 
that occurred July 2 on Sunset 
Boulevard. The victim in that 


case described an assailant sim¬ 
ilar to the description given by 
shooting victim Holcomb: a 
black man between the ages of 
20-25, 5’10” tall, 165 pounds 
with brown eyes and black short 
hair. 

However, Wachsmuth said he 
knew nothing about the armed 
robbery and thinks it is likely 
that the man identified as the 
shooter in the Sweetzer case 
retrieved the gun thrown away 
by Wells. 

Both Wachsmuth and 
Public Defender Lewinstein 
are asking for any help they 
can get. Additionally, San 
Diego Homicide Police 
Detective Sherry Curley is also 
investigating in that city. If 
you have any information (to 
be kept confidential) call: 
Detective Wachsmuth at (213) 
890-5500; or Public Defender 
Marc Lewinstein at (310) 458- 
5360. 

Wells’s preliminary hearing 
in Beverly Hills Municipal 
Court is scheduled for Monday, 
August 9. Meanwhile, his 
friends continue to believe 
adamantly in his innocence and 
try to keep his spirits up in jail. 
His Christian fundamentalist 
family in Georgia is another 
matter. 

“His parents told me this 
wouldn’t be happening if he 
wasn’t homosexual and didn’t 
engage in homosexual activi¬ 
ties,” said Beard. ▼

SF Library Keeps History Fr

The fledgling national orga¬ 
nization Gay & Lesbian 
Americans has begun lobbying 
to get October named a nation¬ 
wide Gay and Lesbian History 
month. The idea is to focus on 
the important role played by the 
lesbian and gay community 
down through time, much as 
African-American accomplish¬ 
ments are celebrated in 
February, Black History Month. 

Fortunately, San Franciscans 
don’t have to wait until October 
- much less the faraway time 
when such a proposal would 
become law in America - to 
learn about the rich legacy of 
lesbians and gays throughout the 
centuries. Right now the Main 
Public Library is hosting a 
showcase exhibit entitled “Tales 
of the City: Lesbians and Gay 
Men Since Stonewall.” 

The exhibition, detailing 
achievements of the lesbian -and 
gay communities in the Bay 
Area from 1969-1994, is in the 
rotunda of the existing Main 
Library and will continue until 
August 31. 

Among its innovative dis¬ 
plays of memorabilia are old 
newspapers, books, maps, and 
matchbook covers from gay bars 
since the 1960s. Also on display 
are artifacts commemorating 
Gay Sunshine, The Friday of the 
Purple Hand, Sister Boom 
Boom, Sylvester and the Hot 
Band, plus “wands, wings and 


whimsy, the shameless shamans 
of the Radical Faeries.” 

Less frivolous is the partially- 
eaten package of Twinkies 
beside the headline “A night of 
fury” and a photo of eight police 
cars set ablaze after the notori¬ 
ous Dan White verdict set off the 
White Night riots. And, of 
course, the exhibit chronicles the 
still-unfolding health crisis. 

Impressive as the exhibition 
is, it is only a precursor to the 
big event, when the library will 
host Randy Shilts, Leonardo da 
Vinci, Eleanor Roosevelt, James 
Baldwin, Michelangelo, Colette, 
Alexander the Great, Bessie 
Smith, Harvey Milk, Walt 
Whitman, Errol Flynn, Virginia 
Woolf, Cole Porter, Edna St. 
Vincent Millay, Alice B. Toklas, 
and Gertrude Stein all in one 
room at one time. 

It’s not exactly heaven where 
they’ll gather, but for gay and 
lesbian history freaks it’s pretty 
close: the Gay and Lesbian 
Center at the new Main Library, 
due for completion in the spring 
of 1996, will feature works by 
and about those heroes and oth¬ 
ers in a fascinating collection to 
make any gay or lesbian proud. 
And it’s growing. 

After walking up the stair¬ 
case at the existing main library, 
visitors to the current exhibition 
will catch a quick preview of 
that splendid coming attraction, 
courtesy of a color video that 
has been set up for viewing, 
showing the history of the pro-

“Unfortunately,” it states, “histo¬ 
ry has set the record a little too 
straight.” 

Buskirk agrees with the 
poster’s sentiment, and can 
hardly wait for the magnificent 
new facility to open so informa¬ 


tion on our gay and lesbian for¬ 
bears can be more widely dis¬ 
seminated. In the meantime, he’s 
actively encouraging donations 
to the facility with considerable 
success. 

While collections acquired to 
date are too numerous to list 
here, two major ones are those 
of Randy Shilts and the Barbara 
Grier and Donna McBride col¬ 
lection. The Shilts collection 
includes the author’s notes, files, 
and other research materials 
used for The Mayor of Castro 
Street: The Life and Times of 
Harvey Milk, The Band Played 
On, and Conduct Unbecoming: 
Gays and Lesbians in the 
Military. The Grier and 
McBride Collection of more 
than 9,000 books and periodi¬ 
cals includes the archives of 
Naiad Press, the largest lesbian 
publishing company in the 
world, chronicling its 20 years 
through correspondence with 
lesbian authors nationwide, pub¬ 
licity materials and assorted 
ephemera. 

Buskirk carefully works on 
the nuts and bolts of donations, 
drawing up a deed of gift for 
each donor of unique materials, 
and specifying preservation 
requirements and access provi¬ 
sions and limitations.

Association’s Caucus for Gay and Lesbian 
History, author of the book Outing, Shattering 
the Conspiracy of Silence, and co-editor of The 
Encyclopedia of Homosexuality. 

“Until quite recently, gays and lesbians were 
excluded from historical study. In much 
the same way that African- 
Americans, women, and other 
minorities have been erased from 
the historical record, so too has 
the invisibility of gays and les¬ 
bians been tolerated for too 
long. In many cases, the sexu¬ 
al orientation of historical fig¬ 
ures was removed from offi¬ 
cial documents so as not to 
‘offend’ society at large,” said 
GLA’s Percy. “Specifying every 
October as Lesbian and Gay History 
Month is the first step in reclaiming our 
heroes and heroines, and our past.” 

Percy added, “The reasons for such an 
undertaking are fourfold: 1) To help the nation’s 
gay and lesbian youth to recognize role models; 
2) to preserve the stories of everyday gays and 
lesbians; 3) to focus activities during one month 


of the year so that our efforts can be well-coor¬ 
dinated and visible to all; 4) To accomplish all 
of this when students are in school.” 

Toward that end, GLA will mail information 
packets about Lesbian/Gay History Month to 
all gay and lesbian student groups across the 
country. GLA believes academic institutions 
are the ideal places to conduct seminars, lec¬ 
tures and classes about this history project. 

Two of the most vocal proponents for a lesbian 
and gay history month are Rodney C. Wilson, a 
gay high school history teacher in St. Louis, 
Missouri, and Paul Vamell, a syndicated gay jour¬ 
nalist who penned a column about the subject. 

Lesbian/Gay History Month will be coordi¬ 
nated by the Gerber/Hart Gay and Lesbian 
Library and Archives in Chicago and the 
International Gay and Lesbian Archives in Los

Additionally, GLA will conduct a seminar 
related to Lesbian/Gay History Month at its 
convention October 28-30 in Colorado Springs, 
Colorado.

New Data Throws Cold Water on AIDS Progression Hypothesis

Over the past three years, 
AIDS researchers and immunol¬ 
ogists have become increasingly 
aware that a dichotomy exists in 
T helper cell responses to infec¬ 
tion. For many, effective manip¬ 
ulation of the T cell response is 
increasingly becoming the 
sought-after “holy grail” to con¬ 
trolling HIV infection and AIDS 
progression. Some researchers 
imagine that deft and intelligent 
manipulation of T cell responses 
and differentiation can relegate 
HIV infection to the level of 
herpes infection - lifelong , but 
totally contained, without the 
possibility of severe immunode¬ 
ficiency. 

This concept is worth investi¬ 
gating, and is not at all far 
fetched. Several published stud¬ 
ies have drawn attention to indi¬ 
viduals who have very robust T 
cell responses to HIV when test¬ 


ed in laboratory studies, but who 
screen negative in AIDS anti¬ 
body tests such as the ELISA 
assay and Western blot. Were 
these individuals infected by 
HIV but then mounted a suc¬ 
cessful immune response? Do 
they possess some unusual form 
of natural immunity that could 
potentially be harnessed to slow 
AIDS progression in HIV-posi¬ 
tive individuals? 

Beneath the rosy pronounce¬ 
ments, vigorous debate and dis¬ 
agreement centers on whether 
the relative quantities of two 
types of T helper cells has some¬ 
thing to do with the speed of 
AIDS progression. 

Last month, two research 
groups, working independently, 
published data in the July 8 edi¬ 
tion of Science challenging a 
popular hypothesis about the 
interplay between shifting T 
helper cell population types and 
progression of AIDS. The 
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hypothesis, developed by Mario 
Clerici and Gene Shearer, main¬ 
tains that HIV infection radical¬ 
ly shifts the balance of type 1 
helper cells (TH1) and type 2 
helper cells (TH2) towards pro¬ 
duction of TH2 cells, and that 
this shift leads to AIDS progres¬ 
sion and ineffective destruction 
of HIV infected cells. The data 
questioning the validity of the T 
helper cell population shift dur¬ 
ing progression of HIV disease 
was generated in the labs of 
Anthony Fauci at the NIH and 
Sergio Romagnani in Italy. 

What’s the difference 
between a TH1 and a TH2 cell? 
TH1 cells respond to infections 
inside cells, primarily viruses 
and some protozoans, rather 
than in the blood stream and 
other extracellular compart¬ 
ments, by a process known as 
cellular mediated immunity 
(CMI). TH1 cells, cytotoxic 
(CD8+) T cells, macrophages, 
and natural killer cells, but not 
antibodies, participate in CMI 
responses, which involve 
destruction and ingestion of 
virus infected cells and delayed 
type hypersensitivity in the skin. 
TH2 cells, on the other hand, act 
against extracellular threats to 
the immune system—principal¬ 
ly bacterial and protozoan infec¬ 
tions—by stimulating antibody 
responses. 

TH1 cells can be quickly dis¬ 
tinguished from TH2 cells by 
their pattern of cytokine secre¬ 
tion. Cytokines are soluble 
immunomodulators of many 
immune responses. TH1 cells 
secrete high levels of interleukin 
2 (IL2) and interferon gamma, 
while TH2 cells secrete copious 
amounts of IL4, IL5, and IL10. 
The two groups of cytokines are 
mutually antagonistic and have 
reciprocal physiological effects. 

The new findings in the 
Fauci lab involve measurement 
of concentrations of different 
cytokines in the lymph nodes of 
specific HIV infected individu¬ 
als at different stages of AIDS 
progression, from asymptomatic 


to severe immunodeficiency 
(CD4+ count below 200). In 
previous studies, Fauci and co¬ 
workers had established that 
HIV was actively replicating 
and infecting new T helper cells 
in the lymph nodes during the 
asymptomatic stage of the dis¬ 
ease, destroying nodal infra¬ 
structure necessary for effective 
immune recognition and 
response to pathogens. 

In the latest experiments, the 
NIH researchers found no evi¬ 
dence of a switch from TH1 cell 
type to TH2 cell type in lymph 
nodes during progression of 
AIDS, as determined by the lev¬ 
els of different cytokines that 
were being manufactured. IL2, 
important for T cell growth and 
secreted by TH1 cells, was 
found to be barely detectable at 
all stages of the disease. 
Interferon gamma was found to 
be dramatically elevated relative 
to uninfected individuals at all 
stages of the disease, but was 
secreted by cytotoxic (CD8+) T 
cells, not helper T cells. IL4 lev¬ 
els, a marker of TH2 cells, did 
not change dramatically over 
the course of the disease. 

The researchers speculated 
that the high levels of interferon 
gamma in the absence of IL2 
may be associated with a phe¬ 
nomenon called programmed 
cell death or apoptosis. 
Programmed cell death, in 
which T helper cells are trig¬ 
gered to die, may occur because 
of defective mechanisms of 
pathogen recognition by T cells 
in the lymph nodes; destruction 
of nodal infrastructure by HIV 
is responsible for the defect in 
pathogen recognition. 

In the other report, by Sergio 
Romagnani and co-workers, 
cytokine production by T cells 
circulating in the blood, rather 
than in the lymph nodes, was 
characterized. 

Circulating T cells differ 
from T cells found in the lymph 
nodes in that the former are 
memory cells poised to respond 
to antigens with which the body 


has already come into contact, 
while the later are actively 
engaged in recognition and 
response to new foreign anti¬ 
gens or infectious agents. 

Romagnani and co-workers 
made several important observa¬ 
tions. While there was a measur¬ 
able shift towards predominance 
of the TH2 cell type, it was by 
no means the radical shift pre¬ 
dicted by Clerici and Shearer.. 
In addition to TH2 cells, the 
researchers found another, inter¬ 
mediate T helper cell type, TH0, 
which produced all of the 
cytokines of both TH1 and TH2 
cells. Interferon gamma and IL4 
cytokine production was dimin¬ 
ished relative to levels detected 
in HIV negative individuals. 

The most important and sur¬ 
prising observation was that 
HIV actively replicated in TH0 
and TH2 cellular clones, but not 
in TH1 cell clones. The data 
suggested that while the 
immune system may actively 
produce more TH2 cells in 
response to HIV infection, those 
cells are more likely to be 
infected and killed by HIV, leav¬ 
ing just TH1 cells to carry out 
the immune response. 

Discrepancies between these 
two reports and previously pub¬ 
lished evidence by Shearer and 
Clerici are certain to be hotly 
debated at the upcoming Tenth 
International Conference on 
AIDS. Disagreements seem to 
center upon the fact that Fauci’s 
and Romagnani’s research focus 
on individuals with rapidly 
declining immune systems and 
in the later stages of AIDS, 
while Shearer and Clerici did 
much of their work with asymp¬ 
tomatic individuals, and skewed 
their data by selecting those 
individuals whose immune con¬ 
stitution supported their hypoth¬ 
esis. 

Clearly, the challenge of the 
future is to develop new ways to 
unleash and productively manip¬ 
ulate TH1 cell responses and 
cellular mediated immunity to 
slow down AIDS progression. T

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Breathtaking Approach to HIV

Can ancient breathing and medi¬ 
tation techniques help people live 
longer? Can they, as has been sug¬ 
gested, be used effectively to fight 
HIV? Is it more difficult for the virus 
to thrive in an oxygen-rich environ¬ 
ment within the body? Are immune 
cells strongly influenced by our 
mental and emotional state? 

Those questions will be under 
scrutiny all month and into 
September, as people interested in 
alternative methods of healing AIDS 
participate in a scientific test to mea¬ 
sure possible health benefits of 
improved breathing. 

“The researchers and participants 
in this study are quite enthusiastic,” 
says Bryan Wagner of San 


Francisco, “because the personal 
experiences of those with AIDS who 
use these techniques are quite pro¬ 
foundly positive.” 

Wagner told the Bay Area 
Reporter he is one of the San 
Francisco participants in the 
unprecedented in-residence study, 
held at a retreat facility on several 
hundred acres of serene forest and 
farmland in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains of Kentucky. Between 
August 2 and September 10, 25 peo¬ 
ple living with AIDS will participate 
in the study of meditation and 
breathing techniques that are 
believed by some to fight infection. 

Cost of the 40-day study is rough¬ 
ly $1,700 per person, with some 
scholarships based on financial need 
made available, Wagner says. 
Although that price does not include 
airfare, it does include meals devel¬ 
oped by an AIDS nutritionist and 
produced by a gourmet chef, using 
only fresh ingredients. 

Among the powerful breathing 


techniques that participants will 
study and practice is the “Sudarshan 
Kriya,” part of the ancient Vedic wis¬ 
dom of India, Wagner said. The tech¬ 
nique has been brought to light by 
Sri Sri Ravi Shankar, the founder of 
the Art of Living Foundation, a non¬ 
profit organization dedicated to mak¬ 
ing Vedic techniques available to 
everyone. 

Backers say the study will be held 
in an atmosphere of love and sup¬ 
port. 

Standard blood tests measuring 
the prevalence of HIV and the 
strength of the immune system will 
be taken for comparison on the first 
and last days of the course, and then 
at three month intervals thereafter 
for two years. Complete confiden¬ 
tiality will be maintained, organizers 
said.

who wrote the ban story appar¬ 
ently left the Senate floor before 
Kennedy offered, and the Senate 
unanimously passed, a second 
amendment that virtually nulli¬ 
fied the Helms measure. 
Kennedy’s version calls for fed¬ 
eral funds to be cut to programs 
that promote any kind of sexual 
activity, as opposed to Helms’ 
gay-specific proposal to cut all 
federal funds to any school dis¬ 
trict using gay-related material. 

“There’s been panic around 
the country,” Hattaway said by 
phone from Washington D.C. 
late August 2. “Our phones have 
been ringing off the hook all 
day.” 

That’s understandable, since 
the Kennedy amendment never 
made the news. Throughout 
California, the reaction across 
the board was surprise and “dis¬ 
gust.” Tom Ammiano of the San 
Francisco School Board, and 
LA Unified School Board mem¬ 
ber Jeff Horton, both gay men, 
have blasted the idea of enforc¬ 
ing ignorance. The Los Angeles 
Unified School District, which 
receives $574 million in federal 
funding, has become increasing¬ 
ly more aware of its responsibil¬ 
ity to educate all its youth, 
Horton said. Science teacher 
Virginia Uribe’s model Project 
10 counseling program, the rela¬ 
tively new Gay & Lesbian 
Education Commission, and the 
Eagle Center, a drop-out recov¬ 
ery program with a high gay and 
lesbian population, could all 
conceivably be affected if the 
Helms amendment were to pre¬ 
vail. 

“We’re very upset,” says 
Kathy Gill, president of the Gay 
& Lesbian Education 
Commission. “It’s devastating, 
certainly a step back. It just 
snuck up on us. But in this day 
and age, our representatives 
should understand that there 
should be only one agenda: 
instead of judging and creating a 
hostile environment atmosphere 
for a group of people, our stu¬ 
dents should come to school to 
learn and prepare themselves for 
the 21st century, and the young 
people who will be most suc¬ 
cessful are those who will be 
tolerant of diversity.” 

Neither Horton nor Uribe 
had read the amendments, but 


based on the Times account, 
both were “disgusted.” Horton, 
however, says he finds it “incon¬ 
ceivable” that the federal gov¬ 
ernment would cut off half a bil¬ 
lion dollars to the LA school 
district, and he doubts that other 
big school districts that have 
made progress such as San 
Francisco, San Diego, Boston, 
and New York would be impact¬ 
ed. 

“I think the main impact of 
something like this will be in 
districts that haven’t done any¬ 
thing and now have a good rea¬ 
son not to,” Horton says. “Our 
Board is pretty resolute on not 
abandoning what has been done 
- all the programs are too kids- 
oriented.” But districts that have 
not acknowledged that they 
have gay kids, the Helms 
amendment “is a gold-plated 
excuse. ... For the smaller dis¬ 
tricts it’s terrible.” 

“We do not condone or pro¬ 
mote homosexuality. That’s not 
the purpose of this program. 
Those are words coined by Jesse 
Helms, who is an old man chas¬ 
ing UFOs on this subject,” says 
Project 10 founder Uribe. “We 
do our level best to keep kids 
who are homosexual from blow¬ 
ing their brains out because of 
the tremendous prejudice and 
harassment they encounter just 
because of the fact they are gay. 
We try to educate adults and 
children alike to stay in school, 
stay off drugs and be sexually 
responsible. That’s what we try 
to do. I’ve never stood on the 
street corner and said, ‘Become 
a homosexual - it’s so much bet¬ 
ter than heterosexuality.’ It’s 
hard for me to think people take 
that seriously.” 

Uribe also pointed out that it 
is a “red herring” to say that tax 
dollars are used for Project 10, 
which actually is a non-profit 
organization with books and 
other materials paid for by 
Friends of Project 10. Besides, 
she says, “I’m a taxpayer too.” 
The only district money, she 
says, is used to pay for “a couple 
of periods a day” for her to edu¬ 
cate counselors from other 
schools “who are trying to deal 
with this target group.” The 
recent gay & lesbian prom was 
“totally paid for by private 
money,” and the Gay & Lesbian 
Commission was formed to 
advise the Board on gay issues 
after a “groundswell” of public 
support called for one. It is one 


of seven such commissions. 

“I think it’s very important 
not to be apologetic at all or on 
the defensive,” says Uribe. “We 
are legitimate people doing 
legitimate things - we are doing 
what public educators are sup¬ 
posed to do. We are working 
with a targeted group that hap¬ 
pens to be underrepresented. I 
will apologize to no one for that. 
But this goes to show how 
important our mission is.” 

Both Uribe and Horton note, 
however, that the Helms amend¬ 
ment might be “detrimental” or 
have a “chilling affect” on unre¬ 
solved issues such as the on¬ 
going debate around school 
textbooks. After pressure from 
Traditional Values Coalition 
chief Reverend Lou Sheldon, 
for example, California decided 
not to use the newly printed, 
updated textbooks that refer¬ 
enced gay lives in a positive 
manner. 

Horton is also concerned 
about the Democratic Senators 
who’ve taken gay money but 
“threw their vote away” by “giv¬ 
ing Jesse a bone” - and that bone 
being “the fate of gay kids.” 
That 63 Senators voted for the 
Helms bill “indicates the shal¬ 
lowness of many people’s com¬ 
mitment to gay and lesbian civil 
rights. The broader community 
must take this on as a high pri¬ 
ority.” 

Angela Alioto, president of 
the San Francisco board of super¬ 
visors, immediately denounced 
Helms as “beneath contempt,” 
and Community United Against 
Violence condemned “this ... hos¬ 
tile act that will encourage the 
perpetrators of violence against 
our community.” 

Mayor Frank Jordan told the 
B.A.R,. “The whole point of 
education is to teach young peo¬ 
ple the truth, not to censor it. 
Homophobia is learned, and it 
must be unlearned.” 

Attorney, Human Rights 
Campaign Fund board member, 
mother, and grandmother 
Roberta Bennett is also con-, 
cerned about who voted for the 
amendment and why it wasn’t 
stopped “dead in its tracks” on 
the Senate floor. 

“This just goes to show how 
much work we still have to do - 
and it doesn’t bode well for the 
Employment Discrimination 
Bill,” she says. “The whole 
thing’s really scary.” But, she 
notes, Helms’ amendments are 


always “the best kept secret in 
town,” meaning that there is 
rarely sufficient advanced notice 
that a Helms attack is coming. 
And despite the fact that 
Washington is consumed by the 
Whitewater hearings, it is “still 
disgusting” that Helms received 
so many votes. 

For HRCF’s Hattaway, “in 
the big picture, it is nothing 
unusual though the “vote on the 
Helms amendment serves as a 
wake up call that he has to be 
taken seriously.” He says the 
“tax dollars in the context of 
schools made people nervous.” 
But, he says, “people know we 
were going to offer a second 
message to gut Helms. In 


essence people are going to 
vote both ways. It’s a tactic 
that’s working. Helms’ policies 
never see the light of day.” But, 
he concedes, “we don’t want 
people to get in the habit of vot¬ 
ing with Jesse Helms on any¬ 
thing.” 

Hattaway says HRCF had 
eight lobbyists on the Senate 
floor during the debate. But, he 
says, “we have to do better jobs 
as individuals in keeping in 
touch with our elected represen¬ 
tatives. We can’t take it for 
granted that people are going to 
come to our rescue.” It’s not too 
late to call or write “and give 
their representative a piece of 
their minds over this.” ▼

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AIDS Foundation Enters 
National Healthcare Debate

Reports about drug sales on the street usually focus on 
crack and amphetamines, but the reality for some working 
poor is having to take to the streets for drugs of a different 
sort, the kind for which most people can - or once could - 
go to a doctor. Not painkillers: antibiotics. 

Scott, a gay man in San Francisco, is one of those peo¬ 
ple. He makes the minimum wage, which prevents him from 
qualifying for welfare or other medical benefits, ironically, 
since it also prevents him from being able to afford diagno¬ 
sis or treatment. Recently, he told the Bay Area Reporter, 
when an infection spread through his jaw, he had even tried 
to purchase penicillin on the street to bring down the 
swelling because he could not afford professional medical 
attention. 

He also told the B.A.R. about how he patiently waited 
one recent morning at St. Anthony’s clinic from 8:30 a.m. 
until 11 a.m. - when it closed after dedicated medical per¬ 
sonnel saw the maximum number of patients possible. He 
hadn’t gotten in yet, and because he knew it would cost him 
his job to go back on Monday morning as clinic workers 
suggested, he didn’t. The wait for non-emergency patients at 
San Francisco General is equally long and frustrating. 
Resources are stretched to the maximum. 

Scott’s case is not unique. He is just one of many well- 
intentioned working people caught in the middle of the 
medical muddle, either too “rich” or too proud for welfare 
in its various forms yet unable to afford the high cost of care 
and medicine. Most, like Scott, cannot afford medical insur¬ 
ance, and their employers don’t provide it. 

Last Friday, July 29, House Democrats unveiled a nation¬ 
al health bill that would provide universal care by 1999, 
insuring people like Scott in five years. The proposed 
National Health Care Plan is modeled on the measure 
passed in June by the House Ways and Means Committee. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton has been telling stories about 
people like Scott on her tours across America on behalf of 
healthcare reform, but no appearances have been set for the 
Castro, or South of Market, or any of the other places les¬ 
bians and gays are known to congregate in large numbers 
(excluding the Capitol, of course), and debate in the com¬ 
munity hasn’t been all that strong. Still, it is an important 
question for everyone, not just for the Scotts and those with 
an HIV/AIDS perspective, but also from the perspective of 
those with hepatitis B and other “pre-existing conditions” or 
other ailments, particularly sexually transmitted conditions. 

Of the many healthcare reform proposals currently under 
debate, which is the best from the perspective of gay and 
lesbian people? The San Francisco AIDS Foundation has 
been closely monitoring progress and is pressing full steam 
ahead in its effort to ensure passage this year of a national 
healthcare reform bill appropriate and supportive to people 
affected by HIV. 

Since last year, SFAF has waged a full-scale campaign in 
Northern California for passage of a comprehensive nation¬ 
al healthcare plan, focusing on Congressional Districts 1- 
20 . 

An urgent action alert from the SF AIDS Foundation, 
dated July 12, says the next five weeks will be crucial in the 
battle for real, national healthcare reform that addresses the 
needs of people living with HIV and AIDS. 

“The House Ways and Means Committee bill and the 
Senate Finance Committee Bill do not adequately meet the 
principles and standards that SFAF and other AIDS organi¬ 
zations and activists have been advocating as the acceptable 
standards for true national healthcare reform,” the alert 
emphasizes. 

The House bill now under consideration would achieve 
universal coverage basically by requiring employers to pay 
80 percent of the cost of their worker’s insurance. 
Legislative strategists see this as a major hurdle. Subsidies 
would be provided to cushion the burden on small, low- 
wage companies. 

The bill would also create a vast extension of Medicare 
programs to serve as a safety net for those who are unem¬ 
ployed, have part-time jobs, or otherwise cannot get cover¬ 
age through work. 

The new health bill would also enact sweeping new rules 
for the insurance industry intended to make coverage easier 
to get, particularly for people with pre-existing conditions. 
It would create a new system of subsidies to help low- 
income working people - such as Scott - afford coverage. 

Attitudes on the new plan differ widely. The U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce, which traditionally offers a conser¬ 
vative business point of view, called it the “Bride of 
Frankenstein.” 

But President Clinton, who has promised national health¬ 
care reform, praised it as “simpler, more flexible, and more 
sensitive to the needs of small business” than his original 
proposal but achieving the same goals of universal coverage 
and holding down costs. The President’s own much- 
maligned plan is apparently no longer in play. 

- To make things even more interesting, U. S. Senator 
George J. Mitchell, the majority leader, has outlined his 
healthcare bill to senators. It would rely on employer pay¬ 
ments for workers’ insurance only as a last resort. T 


FACTS 


A fact sheet provided by the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
shows the pressing need for 
comprehensive healthcare 
reform. 

• The lifetime cost of treat¬ 
ment per person with HIV/AIDS 
in 1992 was $102,000. This 
includes $38,300 for the typical 
person with full-blown AIDS, and 
$10,000 per year for a person 
with HIV who is asymptomatic. 

• One study found that per¬ 
sons with AIDS are eight times 
as likely to have lost health cov¬ 
erage altogether as persons 
without AIDS. 

• An estimated 40 percent of 
persons with AIDS in the U. S. 
and over 50 percent of 
Californians with AIDS rely on 
Medicaid (Medi-Cal) for their 
healthcare. 

• Thirty percent of people with 
AIDS have no health insurance 
at all, including no access to 
publicly funded insurance pro¬ 
grams such as Medicaid (Medi- 
Cal) or Medicare. 

• Insurance status has a 
direct effect on access to care 
and utilization of healthcare ser¬ 
vices. Persons with AIDS who 
have no insurance at all are 
admitted as inpatients less often 
than those with private insur¬ 
ance, and they have fewer inpa¬ 
tient nights. 

• As their health status deteri¬ 
orates, people with AIDS 
become more impoverished, and 
must rely increasingly on hospi¬ 
tal-based care. Whereas 37 per¬ 
cent of patients with HIV infec¬ 
tion rely on hospital outpatient 
clinics as their primary source of 
medical care, 79 percent of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS principally receive 
their care in hospital settings. 

• An estimated 28,000 men 
women and children in San 
Francisco - or one in 25 resi¬ 
dents - are living with HIV. 

•An estimated 146,000 
Californians - or one in 200 resi¬ 
dents - are living with HIV.

Pee for Two?

After 15 years of city offi¬ 
cials piddling around with the 
pissoir problem, the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
finally took it in hand on 
Monday, August 1. 

The Supes felt they had to 
do something about San 
Francisco streets that reek of 
urine - and worse - or else 
flush away all the lucrative 
tourist dollars. 

San Francisco, being the 
most European of American 
cities, naturally looks to France 
on a matter of such practical 
importance as public toilets. 

In their ultimately civilized 
approach to things in general, 
the French keep things in per¬ 
spective. Paris has had no such 
problem of people urinating 
and defecating on the streets, 
thanks in part to JCDecaux, the 
company that installed pissoirs 
in Paris and hundreds of other 
major European cities - and 
which will now do so in New 
York and San Francisco. 

Like French bread, French 
wine, and Frenchmen, the toi¬ 
lets slated for the streets of San 
Francisco have the je ne sais 
quois associated with French 
design. 

Public toilets are a hot polit¬ 
ical issue. If you’re a progres¬ 
sive, you may agree that, to be 
effective, the public toilets 
should be free. However, others 
want to charge a quarter, there¬ 
by rendering the facilities unaf¬ 
fordable to those who need 
them most. If there’s a fee, say 
critics of the pay-as-you-pee 
proposal, those people who 
now do it in doorways will con¬ 
tinue to do so; those who don’t 
have a pot to piss in rarely have 
a quarter to piss away on a pis¬ 
soir. 

San Francisco’s progressive 
solution is to issue tokens for 
the facilities to the homeless, in 
a still-unestablished plan. 
Cynics believe the tokens will 
become just another barter item 
like food stamps, and those 
without a token will still pee in 
the doorways. 

Angela Alioto, board of 
supervisors president, hailed 
passage of the legislation 
authorizing the public street 
toilets as “a matter of dignity.” 
She said it was part of her 
ongoing program to deal with 
homelessness in the city. Alioto 
introduced the legislation and 
carried it for the past 16 
months. “I’m very excited,” she 
told the B.A.R. in a brief inter¬ 
view. “It’s been a lot of hard 
work.” 

On July 20, Supervisors 
Annemarie Conroy and Carole 
Migden hammered out a com¬ 
promise on the public toilet 
contract after an earlier 7-4 
rejection. The public pay toi¬ 
lets, originally planned for 27 
locations, will now be situated 
in 20 locations, all of which are 
subject to public hearing. Some 
of the areas where public toilets

according to information pro¬

Department of Public Works. 

The new compromise to 
which JCDecaux agreed estab¬ 
lished a two-year trial period 
and provides expanded hours of 
operation (6 a.m. to midnight, 
with five of the 20 open around 
the clock), increased mainte¬ 
nance, and increased revenue 
sharing. In exchange for sup¬ 
plying the 20 toilets and 20 
public service kiosks, the com¬ 
pany will also build 70 news¬ 
stands in San Francisco. It will 
recoup its money through the 
sale of advertising on the sides 
of the newsstands and kiosks. 

Over half of the kiosks 
installed will replace existing 
unattractive newsstands with 
JCDecaux kiosk newsstands. 

JCDecaux has agreed to 
inspect the toilets every day, 
including weekends and holi¬ 
days. The city will not be liable 
for vandalism or graffiti or 
excessive costs of maintenance. 
If the program doesn’t work, 
the city can pull the plug after 
two years. 

The facilities are needed 
because of a reduction in the 
number of available public 
facilities, partly because of 
cost-cutting and security mea¬ 
sures carried out by merchants, 
and partly because of public 
sex that is often reputed to hap¬ 
pen in bathrooms. 

So great was the concern 
over public sex, in fact, that 
people with disabilities were 
excluded as possible users in 
New York. The “privy council” 
there considered two separate 
structures: a small version that 
accommodated only a single 
person, and a larger facility that 
would allow wheelchair access 
- and “possible homosexual 
trysts.” 

The Police Authority in New 
York also warned the toilets 
could be a source of other 
potential abuse, including drug 
activity and acts of prostitution. 

While New York opted for 
the smaller version, San 
Francisco’s facilities will be 
wheelchair, guide dog, and 
boyfriend accessible. 

In a brief telephone inter¬ 
view with the Bay Area 
Reporter last Friday, New York 
City Councilman Walter 
McCaffrey said New York City 
is about 18 months ahead of 
San Francisco in the process of 
authorizing public toilets. He 
was less concerned with possi¬ 
ble homosex than of a “sweet¬ 
heart” deal with a four-to-one 


ratio of advertising kiosks to 
toilets. 

Jean-Francois Nion, project 
manager for JCDecaux USA in 
San Francisco, debunked an 
urban myth which has it that a 
drunk fell asleep inside one of 
the toilets and when cleaning 
time rolled around, he failed to 
hear the alarm, failed to beat a 
hasty retreat, and was thereby 
drowned. Nion says this is 
untrue and not even possible. 

It is true, however, that the 
restroom cleans itself thor¬ 
oughly after every use: The toi¬ 
let bowl is washed, and the 
floor is cleaned with a powerful 
jet of water. Each unit has a 
mirror, coat hook, waste bin, 
and toilet paper dispenser. 
Doors on the larger unit open 
automatically after 30 minutes 
to safeguard against loitering 
and vandalism. 

All of JCDecaux’s toilets 
are equipped with sensors that 
are designed to detect misuse 
or malfunction of the unit. The 
sensors are connected to a 
small computer inside the unit 
that sends information to the 
local JCDecaux office for a fast 
response. ▼

James William Ponder II

N ever one to be late for an 8:00 curtain, 
Jim died at 7:55 at home with the two 
men he loved most on either side of 
him and his sister close by, his battle with 
AIDS over. 

Jim Ponder valued life and left reluctant¬ 
ly, not wishing to leave behind what he val¬ 
ued most: his friends John Wilson, Richard 
Stead, Barbara Mesney, Wayne Olds, and 
Paul Drost; his loving mother Claire 
Thornton and her husband Dan, his sister 
Billie Ann Walker, and his life partner of 
eight years Kelly Hill,who will miss him. 

Bom in Frankfurt, Germany of military 
parents, Jim and his family moved to different 
posts until finally settling in Melbourne, Fla. 
(where his father, James W. Ponder I, still 
lives). Jim graduated from Melbourne High 
and then attended Lynchburg College, Va. (not 
associated with Jerry Falwell) until moving to 
his beloved home of San Francisco in 1973 . 

Fully embracing the freedom of San 
Francisco in those days, Jim worked many 
and odd jobs until finding his true calling, the 
performing arts.

His makeup 
brush graced the faces of such notables as 
Leontyne Price, Julie Harris and Lily Tomlin. 
One of his favorite jobs was creating wigs 
and makeup for the Fratelli Bolognas. 

In addition to wigs and makeup, Jim was 
also a member of IATSE Theatrical Wardrobe 
Union Local 784, where he worked on such 
movies as THE DOORS. AND THE BAND 


PLAYED ON, as well as stage productions of A 
CHORUS LINE, CATS and LETTICE AND 
LOVAGE with his good friend Julie Harris. 

In 1987, Jim went into business with his 
mentor and dear friend, Richard Stead, pro¬ 
viding wigs and makeup for many local, 
national and international theatre and opera 
companies. He loved to teach and ran a 
Makeup and Wig Training Program as well as 
teaching at San Francisco State for three 
years. His work will live on through those he 
taught. During the course of his business, Jim 
created beautiful ‘LIVING STATUES’, live 
models painted to resemble classical Greek 
and Roman statues, pictures of which were 
published in Newsweek, publications in 
Germany, France and Japan and were the sub¬ 
ject of an Entertainment Tonight segment. 

A lover of excess, Jim indulged himself 
at Halloween, creating and wearing magnifi¬ 
cent drag, the most notable of which was 
1984's BRIDE OF FRANKENSTEIN in her 
11 foot glory,which truly frightened Joan 
Sutherland. Jim won the 1989 Closet Ball as 
a Creator. Jim left nothing underdone! 

Always community minded, Jim volun¬ 
teered many hours for the SF AIDS 
Foundation Hot Line and collected food for 
The Food Bank and Project Open Hand Food 
Drive. He used his talents providing wigs, 
makeup and Living Statues for Macy’s 
Passport, Friends of Oscar and Seventh On 
Sale. During the last year of his life, Jim 
committed himself to establishing the San 
Francisco chapter of Artists Confronting 
AIDS with his life partner Kelly Hill. 
Together, they produced the award winning 
QUEEN OF ANGELS, THE PERFOR¬

end training scheduled for 
August 13, 14 and 20. Upon 
successful completion of their 
training, volunteers will be 
assigned to Crossings Program 
clients from among the targeted 
groups. 

The average volunteer com¬ 
mitment lasts four hours per 
week for approximately four 
months of service, a Shanti 
spokesperson said. But longer 
service commitments are wel¬ 
comed and encouraged. Two 
additional hours per month are 


reserved for peer support meet¬ 
ings during which volunteers 
share their experiences working 
with people living with HIV dis¬ 
ease. 

“We have a list of 51 
Crossings Program clients who 
are waiting for a trained volun¬ 
teer,” said Gloria J. Sandoval, 
Shanti’s executive director. “It is 
my hope that this training ses¬ 
sion will alleviate their waiting.”

Commissioners would bring 
some change in the resolution,” 
May said, “because the over¬ 
whelming public opinion in 
Cobb County and outside is that 
the resolution has a chilling 
effect, not just on gay and les¬ 
bian people, but on others who 
might come to Cobb in 1996 
and not feel welcome.” 

In recent months, among 
those who have expressed that 
they do not feel welcome in 
Cobb County is Commission 
Chairman Bill Byrne’s 24-year- 
old daughter Shannon, who 
came out publicly as a lesbian 
last June. Former Olympic 
diver Greg Louganis, who came 
out officially at the Gay Games 
in June, publicly urged 
Olympic officials last month to 
move the venue. Former 
Olympic swimmer Bruce 


Hayes also had called for the 
move. 

Although May declined to 
say what event ultimately trig¬ 
gered ACOG’s decision to 
move the volleyball venue, she 
said, “You have to look at each 
thing that has happened, and 
look at it as a whole. We cer¬ 
tainly have listened, and been 
responsive.” 

Despite the seven months it 
took to effect the change. 
Weaver - whose Olympics Out 
of Cobb Coalition had met with 
officials from ACOG, the 
United States Olympic 
Committee and the 
International Olympic 

Committee - said the activists 
in Atlanta are now behind the 
Games “100 percent.” 

“ACOG stood up for the 
Olympic ideals; they really 
did,” Weaver said. “The 
Olympics mean unity, inclu¬ 
sion, and peace, and they’ve 


done that.” 

Robin Kane, a spokesperson 
for the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, concurred. 

“We commend the Olympic 
committee for taking this stand, 
and agreeing that Cobb does not 
deserve the honor of hosting the 
Olympics,” Kane said. 

However, she added, the 
down side is that the anti-gay 
resolution in Cobb County is 
still in place. 

“Most communities around 
the country would seek out the 
opportunity to host the Olympic 
Games and bring new business to 
the community,” Kane said. 
“Instead, the Cobb County 
Commissioners have basically 
said their number one public pol¬ 
icy priority is anti-gay prejudice.” 

NGLTF will continue work¬ 
ing with activists in the area 
pushing for the resolution ulti¬ 
mately to be rescinded, Kane 
said. T

someone because they are gay or lesbian, I was 
frankly shocked. That is wrong, and a key reason 
why I am here before you today,” Coulter told the 
Senate Committee on Labor and Human 
Resources. “Pacific Bell has had a policy in place 
prohibiting discrimination against gays and les¬ 
bians since 1981. The company seeks to value 
diversity. 

“It was not always so. There was a time when 
the company did not appreciate differences; there 
was a time when it preferred seeing the world as it 
wanted it to be rather than as it was. But the com¬ 
pany eventually opened its eyes, learned, and 
came to terms with its environment. And Pacific 
Bell is, I believe, a better business because of it.” 

Coulter, meticulously groomed and fit at 47, 
lives with Greg McIntyre, his partner of 18 years, 
on Divisadero in the city. Coulter has been a 
senior manager with Pacific Bell since coming 
here from Reno 12 years ago. 

He was appointed by former Mayor Art Agnos 
to the Library Commission and served as presi¬ 
dent from 1988 through 1992. 

He officially came out, in a business sense, 
with his appointment to the Library Commission. 
Originally Agnos wanted to appoint Coulter as a 
business executive, but then asked if he could be 
named as a gay man as well. Coulter said okay. “It 
created a bit of a stir within the business,” he 
smiles. But now he is frequently consulted on gay 
and lesbian issues within the company, although 
that is not officially part of his job. 

Much of his work is of a political nature, for 
which he is well qualified. He served four terms as 
a Nevada State Assemblyman (1974-1981), repre¬ 
senting the Reno area. He has a B.A. and M.A. in 
Journalism from the University of Nevada, Reno. 
He has worked as a reporter for UPI in 
Washington, D. C. Coulter frequently champions 
issues such as the company response to AIDS, 
contracts with minority and women owned busi¬ 
nesses, and multilingual services. 

The Gay and Lesbian Center at the New Main 
Library was an idea he proposed and developed 
while on the commission. Coulter says he was 
inspired by The Schomburg Center for Research 
in Black Culture, a part of the New York Public 
Library. 

Coulter is a board member of the Library 
Foundation, the Private Industry Council, and 
Project Open Hand. 

Coulter joined eight other witnesses in his tes¬ 
timony before the Senate Committee on the 
Employment Non-Discrimination Act of 1994. 
Two of those testifying were victims of discrimi¬ 
nation, Coulter said. Cheryl Summerville, a for¬ 
mer Cracker Barrel restaurant employee delivered 
a powerful story, Coulter recalled; during her tes¬ 
timony, a Cracker Barrel company memo stating 
“We’re going to get rid of all lesbian and gay 
employees” was placed in blowup form on an 
easel, along with Summerville’s termination 
notice - with “she was gay” scrawled across it. 

Ernest Dillon, an African-American former 
postal employee, said he was harassed at work for 
being gay, took it to his supervisor, was later beat¬ 
en unconscious by homophobes in the workplace 
and filed a lawsuit. The judge ruled that “while it 
was cruel, it was not a violation.” 

The bipartisan legislation sponsored by 
Kennedy, D-Massachusetts, and Senator John 
Chafee, R-Rhode Island, was co-sponsored by 28 


of their Senate colleagues. If enacted, the legisla¬ 
tion would prohibit employers, employment agen¬ 
cies, and labor unions from basing employment 
decisions such as hiring, firing, compensation, or 
promotion on an individual’s sexual orientation. 
However, according to Coulter’s testimony, “This 
bill is very narrowly drawn. No special privileges. 
No quotas. Religious groups, small businesses, 
and the military are exempt. It fits easily within 
our own way of working. And it brings uniformi¬ 
ty to the law.” 

Coulter described the tone of the Senate hear¬ 
ing as “friendly.” Five senators heard the witness¬ 
es. One of the five was Republican Nancy Landon 
Kassebaum of Kansas. Kassebaum’s questions 
expressed her concern that “there is discrimina¬ 
tion, but is this bill the right vehicle to address it?” 
Coulter reported. 

‘Two Christian right wing types” appeared to 
oppose the bill, but were countered by Chai 
Feldblum of the Georgetown University Law 
Center, Coulter said. 

Senator Paul Wellstone, D-Minnesota; Senator 
Paul Simon, D-Illinois; and Senator Howard 
Metzenbaum, D-Ohio were supportive of the leg¬ 
islation, Coulter observed. Thirty senators 
presently support the bill, he told the B.A.R. 

Other witnesses appearing on behalf of the bill 
were Justin Dart, Jr., former chairman of the 
Committee on 

Employment of People 
with Disabilities; Warren 
Phillips, former publisher 
of the Wall Street Journal ; 
and Richard Womack, 
director of Civil Rights for 
the AFL-CIO. Organized 
labor was “extremely posi¬ 
tive” in their support of the 
bill. Coulter said. 

Today, 70 percent of 
Pacific Bell’s workforce 
are women and minorities. 
Coulter told the Senate 
panel. “Pacific Bell has a 
large number of gay and 
lesbian employees, and customers. We provide 
service in six languages, one of the largest pro¬ 
grams of its kind in America. We spend half a bil¬ 
lion dollars a year with minority and women ven¬ 
dors. In short. Pacific Bell has invested in diversi¬ 
ty and believes it works. PacBell may be the most 
diverse major corporation in the nation’s most 
diverse state. 

“Our company is committed to pursuing 
sound business strategies which build on a strong 
economic and social foundation. Non-discrimi¬ 
nation and the next step, valuing a diverse 
employee body, is good business. The legislation 
we are discussing today is just plain common 
sense. It is not an added burden. It is not a sig¬ 
nificant added expense. It reflects our values as a 
business. 

“I believe that a manager who cannot tolerate, 
cannot respect the diversity of the human family, is 
probably not a very good manager. Management is 
more than crunching numbers; it is motivating 
people to give their best. My experience is that you 
motivate people more by lifting them - not putting 
them down. If employees are afraid to be honest 
about who they are, if people are forced to build 
corporate closets, then they are using their energy 
and creativity for self preservation rather than 
making the business more profitable. 

“Fairness is no burden, it is an advantage,” 
Coulter told the senators. ▼

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Gays Can Retire to Florida, Too

The subject of gay-only 
retirement communities has pro¬ 
vided lively cocktail chatter for 
years - it even pops up in Tales 
of the City - but it has always 
been like Mark Twain’s other 
observation about the weather: 
everybody talks about it but 
nobody does anything about it. 

Until now, that is. 

Real estate speculator 
William J. Laing said he plans 
to build the nation’s first retire¬ 
ment community for gays and 
lesbians, called Palms of 
Manasota, in Manatee County, 
Florida. 

So far there hasn’t been any 
opposition to the proposal to 
build the retirement community 
straddling the Manatee-Sarasota 
county border, but there was 
opposition when Laing consid¬ 
ered another site further north in 
Manatee County. Laing was 
forced to back away from an 
earlier plan to build a gay retire¬ 
ment community in Ellenton, 
Florida, where local residents 
announced their prejudice to liv¬ 
ing near a gay retirement com¬ 
munity. 

“There hasn’t been one 
homophobic response this 
time,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. The current owner of 
the land - now a citrus grove - is 
receptive to the plans for Palms 
of Manasota, according to 
Laing, because it would be next 
to an arts center that might be 
built on adjacent land that she 
also owns. 

“We have just gone to con¬ 
tract [for an option to buy] 15 
acres,” Laing said. “Our next 
step is to change the zoning with 
the county. The land is presently 
zoned agricultural; as soon as 
the zoning is approved model 
homes will be built.” 

The 64-year-old Laing has no 
prior real estate development 
experience, although he has 
invested in rental properties in 
Florida, he said. He started 
investing in real estate after

retiring from Suffolk 
Community College in Selden, 
New York, where he was a pro¬ 
fessor of psychology. He said he 
has been working on plans for a 
gay retirement community for 
several years. 

His plan for phase one is to 
build 40 to 60 two-bedroom 
homes with garages, priced at 
$84,900, with additional options 
costing extra. The first phase of 
Palms of Manasota is supposed 
to include a swimming pool, 
tennis courts, shuffleboard 
courts, and a community recre¬ 
ation center. The site is located 
just a short drive from down¬ 
town Sarasota. 

Laing anticipates that con¬ 
struction will begin by the end 
of 1994. Legally, nothing can 
move forward until he receives 
the necessary permits and 
approvals from the Manatee 
County Planning, Permitting 
and Inspections Department. 
Laing is now waiting to receive 
a permit to pave a dirt road for 
access to the site, which must be 
done in advance before it’s pos¬ 
sible to receive other planning 
and zoning approvals. 

Laing estimates it will take 
two years to build the first phase 
after construction commences. 
A second phase with 30 houses 
is planned, along with the con¬ 
struction of a “congregate care 
home” for residents who are 
healthy enough to live indepen¬ 
dently, but who may otherwise 
need limited medical care avail¬ 
able nearby. Congregate care 
facilities aren’t full-fledged 
nursing homes. 

Residents of Palms of 
Manasota must be at least 50 
years old, except in the case of 
couples, where only one partner 
needs to be 50 to meet resident 
association rules. When older 
partners die the surviving 
younger partner definitely will 
be allowed to live the rest of 
their lives at Palms of Manasota. 
“It doesn’t matter how young 
they are,” Laing said. “I’d like to 
find myself a partner about 35

years old to live with me at 
Palms of Manasota.” (This 
reporter declined the invitation). 

Laing’s goal is to create a 
community where gays can 
retire peacefully without fear of 
being harassed by bigots. He has 
already 15 letters of intent from 
potential residents, but hasn’t 
yet taken any deposits. “I won’t 
start building until I have 20,” he 
said. Existing anti-discrimina¬ 
tion laws won’t allow Palms of 
Manasota to preclude heterosex¬ 
uals, but Laing said he doubts 
that many straights would be 
interested in living in a gay 
retirement community. 


Risky business 

Regardless of how confident 
Laing said he feels about his 
dream to develop a gay retire¬ 
ment community, Palms of 
Manasota should be considered 
a very high risk venture. Real 
estate development is an intrin¬ 
sically risky business. Prudent 
investors would be wise to do 
thorough background checks 
before investing any money in 
any real estate development pro¬ 
ject. 

Any number of things can go 
wrong during the land develop¬ 
ment and construction process. 
Some projects never make it 
though the planning and zoning 
process. Construction financing 
problems are another common 
source of problems, which can 
delay and prevent projects from 
ever getting started or complet¬ 
ed. Entrepreneurs are especially 
vulnerable. 

Palms of Manasota will have 
financial backing from unidenti¬ 
fied private investors, said 
Laing, who added that he’s 
looking for a new equity partner 
to replace one who recently 
opted out of the Palms of 
Manasota project. Laing said he 
will invest $250,000 of his own 
“seed money” to build model 
homes to show to potential buy¬ 
ers and generate pre-sales to 
finance the estimated $2 million 
first phase of the project. 


Laing is asking would-be 
residents to fork over ten per¬ 
cent escrow deposits to be held 
at Sun Bank in Sarasota. 
Additional payments will be 
collected as construction pro¬ 
gresses, he said. He doesn’t 
expect to use any bank construc¬ 
tion financing, which is the 
usual way to finance residential 
construction. 

If Laing succeeds, Palms of 
Manasota probably would be 
the first U.S. gay retirement 
community, according to a 
spokesman for the National 
Housing Institute - although 
some developers already do 
design projects specifically to 
market to gays and one-person 
households, but without pub¬ 
licly acknowledging this Strate¬ 
gy- 

Demographic trends indicate 
there is a largely untapped mar¬ 
ket to provide housing for gay 
retirees. The average age of 
gays, like the rest of Americans, 
is getting older. The average gay 
man is about 35 years old, 
according to demographic sur¬ 
veys, and like mainstream soci¬ 
ety his average age is getting 
older. The American Society on 
Aging has begun studying how 
older gays and lesbians live out 
their golden years. Two years 
ago the subject was one of the 
main topics for discussion dur¬ 
ing a conference held in San 
Francisco. ▼ 


















HIV WATCH 


A Guinea Pig Union

E veryone agrees that 
there is a crisis in 
AIDS research, but 
there is little consen¬ 
sus about how to 
resolve it. Some activists are 
promoting what they call an 
“AIDS Cure Act,” which would 
create a special pot of money for 
an “AIDS Manhattan Project.” 
Others feel this would just exac¬ 
erbate the current problem of 
fragmented and isolated 
research. 

Last year people called for 
“an AIDS czar,” but after having 
one for 11 months, they 
demanded she be dismissed. 
This obscure position has lost 
what little luster it ever pos¬ 
sessed and become something 
of a booby prize. 

How are we to unify and 
direct research, to get it back on 
track and out of the deadening 
hands of the pharmaceutical 
industry? I propose we form a 
union of guinea pigs, which I 
tentatively call the HIV 
Observational Database (hence¬ 
forth HOD). 

The HOD would set out to 
recruit, on a voluntary basis, 
every HIVer in the country. 
Members would get a special 
identification card that could 
also serve as a medical data file. 
This card would entitle the bear¬ 
er to the current cutting edge of 
medical treatment for HIV (and 
anything else) and carry special 
protections for the bearer 
against discrimination. There 


would be some non-HIVer 
members of the database; for 
example, HIV negatives in vac¬ 
cine trials. If they want they can 
have a large “V” on their cards 
to further ward off discrimina¬ 
tion (though I would also favor 
putting a misleading “V” on the 
card of any HIVer who wanted 
it). 

All we would require of 
members is quarterly blood 
work and regular reports on 
what therapies they’re taking. 
Any treatment listed should, of 
course, be specially protected 
from any sort of criminal prose¬ 
cution regardless of its legal sta¬ 
tus. This, and only this, will 
allow full and honest disclosure 
of what HIVers are actually 
doing. The point of the database 
isn’t just to empower the guinea 
pigs, although it will do that - 
nor is it to improve care and 
remedy discrimination, 

although it would do that, too - 
the ultimate idea is to facilitate 
good science. 

Collective action 

The first question people will 
have, I suppose, is how to pay 
for all these goodies without 
soaking the taxpayers. HOD 
would, of course, charge the 
appropriate insurers for the care 
of their individual members. 
And instead of isolated, sick 
individuals arguing alone 
against insurance monoliths, a 
large and powerful association 
would do the negotiating on a 
collective basis. There could be 
some local and government and 


private grants, but most of the 
money for the uninsured would 
come from collectively selling 
our services as research sub¬ 
jects. 

Currently, major drug pro¬ 
ducers seek out and recruit their 
own subjects. All of them are 
told that these trials are not a 
treatment, that their participa¬ 
tion must be entirely altruistic 
and without hope of gain, and 
are then asked to sign away all 
their rights. Supposedly this is a 
fair deal, but only if you over¬ 
look that the vast majority of 
potential subjects are desperate, 
with our backs against the wall 
and little real freedom of choice. 
Usually the only way to get the 
drug de jour is by “voluntarily” 
entering a trial. The immediate 
result is a sullen, non-compliant 


and devious population of sub¬ 
jects constantly subverting the 
agenda of the corporate scien¬ 
tists, and the net result is murky 
science. 

With most HIVers in the 
HOD, the pharmaceutical cor¬ 
porations will have to come to 
us and negotiate for our partici¬ 
pation. We would offer easy 
access to a massive pool of self- 
organized and far more consent¬ 
ing “ subjects” than they nor¬ 
mally get, and we would charge 
them a fair price for it - and also 
a percentage of the profits they 
ultimately reap from the 
researched treatments. They 
currently get so much profit out 
of AIDS drugs that even a small 
share of it would go a long way. 
And then HIVers would be in a 
position to supervise the 
research, to make sure it’s safe 
and to participate in its design at 
all levels. It would replace the 
current system of scientific 
exploitation with a new, 
researcher-subject alliance. 

Instead of being relegated to 
seats on community advisory 
boards, where corporate-select¬ 
ed “representatives” of the 
HIVer community give non¬ 
binding advice to the company 
scientists, we would be in the 
driver’s seat. This is not only a 
far more equitable solution, but 
it would also lead to better “dri¬ 
ving” in short order. 

The pharmaceutical corpora¬ 
tions will not like this any more 
than the insurers can tolerate the 
notion of single-payer health 
care. AIDS is their plantation, 
and as things stand now, we are 
their slaves; it is the nature of 
exploiters to keep their victims 
as powerless as possible. But 
collective action can sometimes 
turn the tables. 

Lack of will 

The biggest change would be 
in how research gets planned, 
and by whom. Today only the 
major drug companies initiate 
AIDS research. The government 
oversees and (loosely) regulates 
these private studies and occa¬ 
sionally adds some of its own 
funding; it hardly ever directs or 
starts its own research. A few 
community groups have set up 
small studies, but these are a 
drop in the bucket compared to 
the corporate work, which is 
invariably motivated by profit 
potential rather than HIVers’ 
needs. 

The HOD could initiate its 
own research based on the 
desires of its membership. It 
could collaborate with large or 
small companies, hire contrac¬ 
tors, or assign research to its 
own house scientists. 
Treatments that have been 
ignored because they lack any 


potential for profit - like mari¬ 
juana, DNCB, or Chinese herbs 
- might be eagerly and easily 
researched by a team that truly 
sought a cure rather than quick 
and massive profits. 

I propose a three-house con¬ 
gress to run the HOD. The first 
would be an assembly of 
HIVers, directly elected by the 
membership to represent our 
interests on the HOD. A second 
chamber would be an associa¬ 
tion of AIDS advocacy organi¬ 
zations. The third would be the 
scientific experts panel. Joint 
committees of all three cham¬ 
bers would oversee finances, 
supervise and regulate research, 
and determine the overall policy 
of the institution. 

If enough members are inter¬ 
ested in a particular treatment - 
say 50 as the minimum needed 
to get a statistically significant 
effect - it would be easy to orga¬ 
nize a study of it. Current 
research design assumes that 
extraneous factors, like drugs 
other than the ones under inves¬ 
tigation, must be excluded. 
Another approach would be 
simply to make sure you had 
large enough subgroups who 
share the “extraneous” factor 
(like taking additional treat¬ 
ments or having low T-cells) to 
analyze any “noise” these fac¬ 
tors generate. With a large 
enough database, forming such 
subgroups would be easy. 

Aside from any specific stud¬ 
ies, a merely observational data¬ 
base this large can’t help but 
provide us with a wealth of 
information about HIV. We 
would probably learn more in 
two years of the HOD than we 
have altogether so far. 

I haven’t worked out all the 
details, but I’m pretty sure that 
the HOD is economically feasi¬ 
ble and scientifically sound, not 
to mention far more humane and 
effective than our current 
approaches. I doubt it will hap¬ 
pen, though; HIVers are still too 
stigmatized, isolated, and perse¬ 
cuted to organize so effectively. 
Also those pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies, like th£ insurers, are rich 
enough to derail any efforts to 
impose common sense and 
human decency upon our coun¬ 
try’s health care. 

The core problem, however, 
is a lack of motivation. Plenty 
of people are content to watch 
us die; in fact, they rather enjoy 
the prospect. They do not see 
the hidden costs of the epidem¬ 
ic and frankly don’t care about 
them, because they figure - 
erroneously, for the most part - 
that they’ll land on someone 
else. The sad fact is that we 
have the science and the 
money, but as a nation, we lack 
the will. T

Sarah Schulman 
on the State of the Union 

Lesbian Avenger 

by Claudia Steinberg 

I n the brief and breathless autobiographical note that 
begins her new book My American History, Sarah 
Schulman tells us that she was a socialist and realist, a 
leader, an intellectual and a troublemaker even in her 
childhood. She has since prospered in all these roles and 
has kept the promise she made at the age of six to become a 
writer. 

Ten years ago, while waitressing in Tribeca, she created one 
of the first examples of the now very popular lesbian detective 
genre. The Sophie Horowitz Story. It was followed by a plotless 
novel on lesbian boyhood. Girls Visions and Everything, and, 
pursuant to that, three additional novels and numerous plays. 

My American History is Schulman’s perspective on the 
Reagan/Bush era as reflected in the articles and essays she pub¬ 
lished mainly in the gay press on abortion, the National 
Endowment for the Arts, homeless people with AIDS, on les¬ 
bian writers, and homosexuality in the former German 
Democratic Republic. To some, her texts may deal with seem¬ 
ingly small matters, like the removal of the Joy of Gay Sex from 
the shelves of the public library in 1986, but she consistently

Not So Fresh

Hungry for Stink 
Slash 

In John Waters’ recent 
Serial Mom, L7 played the 
Camel Lips, a rowdy all¬ 
female punk band much like 
itself, except in terms of 
anatomical correctness. (Their 
on-screen counterparts sport 
frighteningly huge poon lips.) 
They appear in one of the 
movie’s best scenes, the one in 
which murderous mom 
Kathleen Turner chases a 
young victim into a club where 
the Camel Lips are perform¬ 
ing. When Turner comers her 
prey onstage and sets him on 
fire, L7/Camel Lips’ singer- 
guitarist Donita Sparks spits a 
swig of booze on him to feed 
the flames. 

L7’s real-life onstage antics 
are only slightly less colorful. 
They are most notorious for a 
performance at a Reading, 
England music festival two 
years ago. At one point during 
this show. Sparks shoved her 
hand down her shorts, pulled 
out her tampon, and flung it 
into the crowd. Reportedly, the 
band’s fans scrambled for it 
like wedding guests for the 
bridal bouquet. 

L7 is obviously a must-see 
live act, and not just for its 
wacky, tampon-slinging 
shenanigans. I saw the group 
for the first time five years ago 
at a Tempe, Arizona college 
bar, back when they were an 
obscure indie band opening for 
an even more obscure indie 
band (Cat Butt). They were a 
drunk and sloppy bunch of gals 
that night, falling over each 
other several times during their 
set. They were also unbeliev¬ 
ably fun and energetic, espe¬ 
cially during a manic cover of 
Mudhoney’s “Touch Me, I’m 
Sick.” 

They captured some of this 
soused abandon on their early 
Sub Pop EP, Smell the Magic, 
in 1990. Their next record, 
Bricks Are Heavy, released 
two years later on Slash, was 
even better. The disc offered 
everything from the instantly 
catchy “Pretend That We’re 
Dead,” to the eminently 
quotable “Shitlist,” to the just 
plain hilarious “Diet Pill.” 
Fans of Pavement’s Slanted 


and Enchanted and PJ 
Harvey’s Dry might disagree, 
but for my money no other 
1992 rock ’n’ roll release could 
top Bricks Are Heavy. 

Worthy follow-up 

All of which leads us to 
L7’s latest and best-titled 
record. Hungry for Stink. It’s 
all-in-all a worthy follow-up to 
Bricks Are Heavy, although 
some songs sound - to put it in 
the vernacular of feminine 
hygiene commercials - “not so

fresh.” In particular the band 
has trouble coming up with 
new and interesting ways to 
express its rage on songs like 
“Fuel My Fire” and, especially, 
“The Bomb,” with its banal 
railing against “plastic people 
and their plastic lives.” 

The good news is that when 
Sparks and co. stop being 
pissed off and stick to explor¬ 
ing the recesses of their often 
sick and demented minds, they 
fare much better. “Questioning 
My Sanity” is as funny and 
horrifying a portrait of a 
depressed, delusional and lead- 
poisoned (“The paint chips are 
kickin’ in,” Sparks sings at one 
point) sociopath as you’d ever 
want to experience. 

By comparison, Sparks 
sounds positively levelheaded 
on “Stuck Here Again,” where, 
like Peggy Lee on “Is That All 
There Is?,” she sings of resign¬ 
ing herself to a lifetime of dis¬ 
appointments: “Yeah, yeah. 
I’m stuck here again/I’ve 
learned to make bad situations 
my friend.” But just when you 
start worrying about Sparks’ 
complacency, at the end of the 
song she lets rip with, “I wish 
there was someone I could kill! 


The great “Stuck Here 
Again” is also notable for its 
bluesy, mid-tempo groove on 
an album made up mostly of 
straight-ahead hardcore. You 
can’t get any more straight¬ 
ahead than the fast ’n’ furious 
drag strip rhythms on 
“Shirley,” a tribute to hot-rod 
champion Shirley “Cha Cha” 
Muldowney, which may just be 
my favorite track on the 
record. While musically it isn’t 
anything special, what sets the 
song apart is its effective 
patchwork of sampled dia¬ 
logue from the Muldowney 
biopic and minor cult hit, 
Heart Like a Wheel. Although 
the carefully chosen samples 
dominate, L7 can’t help throw¬ 
ing in its own pithy feminist 
message: “How many times 
must you be told/There’s 
nowhere that we don’t go.” 

Hungry for Stink is worth 
picking up, but it would be 
even better to hear L7 play 
these songs in their element: 
the grimy rock club. 
Unfortunately, the only tour 
the band has planned for now 
is with that Circus of the 
Alternative-Rock Stars, 
Lollapalooza. Unless your idea 
of a good time is spending the 
day in an arena with throngs of 
obnoxious young suburban alt- 
rockers, this is one L7 show to 
avoid. ▼ 
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he ran around with his own little 
hand-held camera sneaking 
shots of me, trying to catch me 
when I wasn’t acting. And he

like going to a place where 
white elephants go to die. So the 
fact that I worked for Fellini and 
Pasolini - well, people in 
Hollywood knew Fellini a bit, 
but they didn’t know Pasolini. 
He was just like some faggot; 
nobody gave a fuck about him. 
So it didn’t hurt my career, 
except that if I’d wanted to be 
like Warren Beatty, I should 
have been in Hollywood, 
because those were my great 
years. 

Why didn’t you make that 
choice? 


Because I’m not going to 
turn down Fellini and Pasolini. 

Because there was this 
adventure calling you? 

Sure. They were geniuses. I 
don’t care if Pasolini ignores 
me. I’m watching him and I’m 
seeing that this is a guy who 
doesn’t know shit about making 
films. This is a poet who’s using 
the film medium, and this was 
blowing my mind. It was like 
poetry on film. I thought, wow, 
this is far out. It was magic and 
I wouldn’t have 

missed it for the world. And, 
of course, Silvana...(he laughs) 

Unlike your co-stars in 
Priscilla, you don’t quite move 
like a showgirl. What kind of 
feedback did you get from the 
choreographer? 

Well, he was great, but he 
abandoned us. 

What do you mean? 

He wouldn’t leave Sydney. 
Once we left town, we were on 
our own. I’ve done dance 
sequences in movies and you 
need your choreographer when 
it’s going down. I would have 
loved a couple of months of 
rehearsal. I’ve danced and I’ve 
done 15 years of Tai Chi, but the 
lip-synching and the movements 
and the costumes were horrific. 
It was just hard and I did it as 
best I could. That was my only 
sadness on the film, because I 
hate it when actors don’t get it 
down right. 

Your Bernadette is dry, dead¬ 
pan. How come? 

That was what came to me 
off the page. As soon as I got 
into playing her, I was experi¬ 
encing a lot of deep emotions 
between “action” and “cut” - not 
the kind of emotions I’m used to 
having when I’m working. They 
were so profound, it would have 
been gilding the lily to act, or 
pull faces. And since the other 
two characters are written so 
broadly, Bernadette’s compo¬ 
sure was a nice counterpoint. 

And if you get nomi¬ 
nated for an Oscar this 
year? 


It will definitely be for Best 
Actor. ▼

agents started persuading me to 
do it, very subtly. They’d say 
things like “We REALLY like 
it!” These four super-fucking 
bright women had read it and 
decided I should be doing it. All 
my other friends told me the 
same thing. 

RJ: But Stephan Elliott is a 
relatively young, inexperienced 
writer/director. Why did you 
trust him? 

When I agreed to do it, I had 
reasons other than the role. It 
was an incredible opportunity 
for me to investigate this great 
fear I have of making an 
absolute fool of myself. It was 
such a deep-seated fear, of such 
longstanding, and it was such a 
limiting characteristic in my life 
that I really had to nail it down. 
And maybe this was the last 
chance I would get, because my 
fear was as sophisticated as I 
am. I was compelled by this rea¬ 
son. So in one sense, it didn’t 
matter how good or bad Stephan 
was. But once I made the deci¬ 
sion, that freed me to be dis¬ 
cerning without being judgmen¬ 
tal, and I just went with my intu¬ 
ition. When I got over my fear, I 
saw how good the script was. 
And frankly, at this point in my 
career, what did I have to lose? 
We have a former Mr. Universe 
getting the kind of roles I want 
and am not even considered for. 

You’d want Arnold’s roles? 

Well, let’s face it, True Lies 
is the James Bond of the ’90s. 

How did it feel to get an 
Oscar nomination for playing 
Billy Budd, your first film role?

He never said another word 
to me after that first meeting. I 
had a translator on the film, 
because I didn’t speak Italian, 
and he wouldn’t use the transla¬ 
tor. 


Were you simply an object to 
be moved and positioned? 


It was much more complex 
than that. He would have his 
main camera being set up while 


It didn’t feel like anything. It 
was a political thing. I was nom¬ 
inated in the wrong category, as 
Best Supporting Actor, when 
my part was actually a leading 
role. I thought I’d rather have 
had no nomination at all. In 
those days, the studio made the 
categorization. They placed me 
in the supporting category on 
the theory that I’d have a better 
chance. I was hoping I wouldn’t 
win, I never did any publicity to 
get the award. 

In the late '60s you made 
Teorama for the flagrantly gay 
Pasolini. In that film you played 
a bisexual outlaw long before it 
was fashionable. Why did you 
take that part? 

I was in Rome doing post- 
synching for Fellini ( Spirits of 
the Dead, 1968). On the day 
after the post-synching, my 
brother and I were wandering 


around Rome and I was intro¬ 
duced to Silvana Mangano, who 
was one of the three women in 
the world I most wanted to 
meet. She said I should be in 
Pier Paolo’s film. I was totally 
transfixed by her. I said, “Are 
you going to be in the movie?” 
She said ‘yes’ and I said, “Then 
by all means talk to Pier Paolo.” 

Did you have any idea while 
you were making Teorama that 
Pasolini would put so many lov¬ 
ing close-ups of your crotch on 
the screen? 

Listen, Pasolini came to 
London with Franco Rosselini, 
a raging queen, and I met them 
at Claridge’s. Using Rosselini as 
a translator, he told me the story 
of Teorama. This is how he 
described it, “This is the story of 
a petite bourgeoisie Milanese 
family.

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Drag Queens Shine in Australian Outback 

The Wayward Bus 


by Robert Julian 

The Adventures of Priscilla, 
Queen of the Desert, an 
Australian drag musical-come¬ 
dy road picture, is so complete¬ 
ly winning it could make hetero¬ 
sexual men stand up in crowded 
restaurants, flick their wrists, 
and shout “Girleene!” An 
exceptional cast, headed by 
Terence Stamp as the transsexu¬ 
al Bernadette, puts this film 
over-the-top, making it the 
must-see comedy hit of the sum¬ 
mer. But buried beneath an acre 
of pastel chiffon and a truckload 
of dynel, Priscilla’s wise¬ 
cracking drag queens sandwich 
compassion and insight in- 
between their comic riffs on 
Abba, excrement and red¬ 
necked prejudice. 

Writer/director Stephan 
Elliott wraps this magical film 
experience around the thinnest 
of plot lines. Hugo Weaving 
plays Tick (AKA: Mitzi), a 
Sydney drag performer down on 
his luck, who gets an unexpect¬ 
ed call from his estranged wife. 
She offers Tick a four-week gig 
in her club, located in the 
Australian outback. Tick 
recruits the newly widowed 
Bernadette and the hunky 
Adam/Felicia (Guy Pearce) as 
his backup performers - they 
buy a bus, christen it Priscilla, 
and hit the road. 


The bus, of course, breaks 
down several times and the trio 
ends up making unscheduled 
stops along the way. They offer 
their many talents for the 
amusement of the natives, some 
of them aboriginal, and their 
reception is often less than wel¬ 
coming. But the script maintains 
its focus on the positive aspects 
of the human experience as the 
characters who live on the mar¬ 
gins of society turn potentially 
deadly encounters into opportu¬ 
nities for understanding or, at 
the very least, entertainment 
extravaganzas. 

Splendid touches 

Lizzy Gardiner and Tim 
Chappel create costumes for 
Priscilla that elevate the art of 
drag to new dimensions, and 
cinematographer Brian J. 
Breheny makes the most of a 
good situation with spectacular 
photography. Whenever the 
action starts to lag, you’re trans¬ 
ported by a panorama of the 
magnificent Australian desert, a 
musical interlude extracted from 
the disco archives, or grand 
opera, wrapped in silver lame 
and lip-synched from the top of 
a moving bus. 

There are so many ways 
Priscilla could have gone 
wrong, but Elliott’s script and 
direction deftly avoid the usual 
pitfalls. Tick’s wife Marion 


(Sarah Chadwick) is not the pre¬ 
dictable neurotic shrew, but a 
wise and witty woman who has 
a life of her own, and his ado¬ 
lescent son Benji, charmingly 
portrayed by Mark Holmes, is 
both hip and well-adjusted. And 
the droll Bernadette’s transsexu¬ 
al experience has made her a 
smart, tough, and capable 
woman instead of a maladjusted 
misfit. The most stereotypical 
character is Guy Pearce’s 
Adam/Felicia, a snap queen 
who gets away with more than 
he should primarily because 
Pearce is so easy on the eyes. 
When the bus is defaced with 
the graffiti, “AIDS FUCKERS 
GO HOME”, Tick, the star per¬ 
former, does not go into reac¬ 
tion. He sits quietly behind the 
wheel and sighs to Bernadette, 
“No matter how tough I think 
I’m getting, it still hurts.” 
Moments like these give 
Priscilla an unexpected depth 
and reality that could easily 
have been lost with a more 
facile approach. 

Most admirably, each of the 
characters in Priscilla is afford¬ 
ed the opportunity to make mis¬ 
takes and learn from them with¬ 
out being robbed of their funda¬ 
mental human dignity. This 
quality alone elevates Elliott’s 
film far above the level of an 
inconsequential drag comedy. 
Undeniably amusing and effec¬

Intricate ‘Loca’ 

Mi Vida Loca, Allison Anders’ follow-up to Gas 
Food Lodging, finds the director in Los Angeles’ 
Echo Park neighborhood, dramatizing the lives of 
young barrio women. Anders employs a mixed cast 
of actors and real-life gang members to fashion an 
intricate tableaux. As the story evolves, many of the 
women begin to understand the outside forces 
shaping their lives and the unnecessary control they 
have ceded to their men. They also come to recog¬ 
nize the power that, their circumstances notwith¬ 
standing, they themselves hold. The voiceover nar¬ 
ration shifts from character to character, allowing 
for multiple points of view of the same action. 
Anders deserves credit for depicting gang life from 
the women’s perspective, though it would be a fair 
question to ask - as indeed, Hispanic viewers did at 
a local screening of Taylor Hackford’s Bound by 
Honor last year - why filmmakers aren’t as inter¬ 
ested in non-gang members. At the Lumiere (885-

WASPs Abroad 

Not that the world necessarily needs one, but 
Whit Stillman is fast developing into the Louis 
Auchincloss of the cinema, conjuring up sardonic 
portraits of life among the upper-crust, particularly 
its bumbling youth. His 1990 Metropolitan dealt 
with the foibles of the Park Avenue set; now he’s 
headed abroad to Barcelona. The plot revolves 
around two WASPy Chicago cousins, one a Naval 


lieutenant, the other in finance, and the various 
tribulations of their jobs and love lives. As with 
Metropolitan, there are delicate, witty passages, 
but although Stillman’s characters are shrewdly 
observed, since they’re on the shallow side and rich 
enough not to have to learn from their mistakes, 
one’s interest in them (and the picture) wanes. If 
you’re into art-house cotton candy - now wait a 
minute, there’s a place for that, too - this one’s for 
you.

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Wave Theory

Waves: An Anthology of 
New Gay Fiction 
edited by Ethan Mordden; 
Vintage Books, $12 

While the rest of the country 
swelters under the heat and 
swarms to the beach loaded 
down with summer reading, San 
Franciscans shiver in the fog 
and turn to summer fiction to 
brighten the gray days. 
Meteorologically it may not be 
summer here, but psychologi¬ 
cally, August is August; there¬ 
fore short, compelling, some¬ 
what sensational and sexy read¬ 
ing material is required. 

Waves: An Anthology of New 
Gay Fiction is a divertmg sum¬ 
mer read. Editor Ethan 
Mordden, author of fiction such 
as the short story cycle Buddies 
Trilogy as well as non-fiction 
works delving into opera and 
musical theater, has collected 14 
stories, all by men and all about 
the gay male experience. 

Historical Perspective 

In his introduction to the col¬ 
lection, Mordden attempts to 
place this short story collection 
in historical perspective. He 
contends that, so far, there have 
been three “waves” in the evolu¬ 
tion of gay literature. The first 
wave, “Stonewall lit,” is embod¬ 
ied in the post-1969 writings of 
the members of the Violet Quill 
group, which includes Larry 
Kramer, Andrew Holleran, 
Edmund White and Felice 
Picano. The second wave, 
Mordden says, arrived in the 
early to middle ’80s and 
attempted to redefine gay litera¬ 
ture. Writers such as David 
Leavitt turned attention to real 
life - family, coming out, deal¬ 
ing with straight friends. As 
Mordden puts it, “The first wave 
imitated art; the second wave 
imitates life.” The third wave 
crashed onto shore in the late 


’80s when the effects of AIDS 
began to dominate fiction. 
Mordden describes the third 
wave as “political, archetypal, 
experimental.” 

This historical perspective 
provides a continuity that most 
short story anthologies simply 
labelled “gay” do not feature. 
The stories contained in Waves 
are so varied in style and voice 
that Mordden’s “wave” struc¬ 
ture lends a keen sense of pur¬ 
pose to the collection and illu¬ 
minates gay literature in a way 
that other collections haven’t. 

The best stories in Waves 
tend to have their roots in a 
“second wave” exploration of 
childhood. Michael 

Cunningham’s “White Angel,” a 
chapter from his novel A Home 
at the End of the World, is a 
powerfully moving story about 
two brothers - the older, super- 
star, sexually active brother and 
the younger, idolizing gay 
brother - that deftly juggles sex¬ 
uality, death and adolescence. 
Scott Heim’s “Imagining Line” 
is another potent examination of 
gay adolescent sexuality coming 
into its own. Heim’s teenage 
heroes, Line and Ned, burst into 
their sexuality with proud, albeit 
quiet defiance. Theirs is a world 
of summer heat, snow cones and 
sex in bunk beds. 

Jim Provenzano’s contribu¬ 
tion, “40 Wild Crushes,” has its 
heart in the second wave - it too 
explores the evolution of a gay 
child’s sexual awakening - but 
Mordden classifies it as third 
wave because of its experimen¬ 
tal style; Provenzano provides 
information on each of the 40 
crushes in detailed footnotes. 
What could have been gim¬ 
micky is rendered highly effec¬ 
tive through the author’s affec¬ 
tion for his subject, and espe¬ 
cially through his vivid sense of 
humor. 

Somewhat surprisingly, only 
two of the stories in this collec¬ 
tion deal with AIDS. Jesse 


Green’s “Mirandas” is told from 
the point of view of a straight 
woman in San Francisco whose 
roommate is dying, and is an 
almost emotionless account of 
someone caught up in the 
minute-to-minute drama of 
care-giving. As intense as 
Green’s story is austere, Texas 
physician Abraham Verghese’s 
“Lilacs” is a gripping account of 
a PWA in the Boston suburbs 
who rails against the medical 
system in a dramatic, trenchant 
manner. 

Sex in the sand 

Those looking for a little 
summer sex in their reading 
won’t be disappointed. “The 
Number You Have Reached,” by 
former California cop Rex 
Knight, is the steamy story of a 
random obscene phone call that 
becomes much more when it 
ignites the passions of an off- 
duty police officer. Brad Gooch’s 
“Satan,” G. Winston James’ 
“John,” and Robert Trent’s 
“Hard-Candy Christmas” deal 
with the seamier side of sex - 
kink, pom theaters, hustlers and 
the cruising industry - but bring 
in surprising and affecting ele¬ 
ments such as impossible moth¬ 
ers, racial inequality and sexual 
redemption. 

In such a consistently good 
collection, which Waves cer¬ 
tainly is, it seems a shame to 
have to note that the least effec¬ 
tive, least interesting story is the 
editor’s. Mordden’s “The Hunt 
for Red October” is quite simply 
uninspired in its depiction of a 
group of gay New York friends, 
and the story pales in compari¬ 
son to its companions. 

More than a quick summer 
read, but ideally suited to the 
August attention span. Waves is 
perfect for the reader who wants 
to devour small chunks of well- 
written fiction that helps further 
illustrate the nearly astonishing 
variety (and quality) of gay lit¬ 
erature. T

Beyond Definition: New 
Writing from Gay and 
Lesbian San Francisco 
Edited by Marci Blackman 
and Trebor Healey; manic 
d press, $10.95

San Francisco is absolutely 
throbbing with queer talent, 
there’s no surprise in that. Two 
new collections of lesbian and 
gay writers drive home the 
point: SF-bred Beyond 

Definition and modern words 
publish mostly unfamous poets 
and fiction writers, many for the 
first time in print, and show the 
depth of queer expression that’s 
out there. 

Beyond Definition, subtitled 
New Writing from Gay and 
Lesbian San Francisco and 
edited by Marci Blackman and 
Trebor Healey, and the premiere 
issue of modern words, “a thor¬ 
oughly queer international liter¬ 
ary journal” edited by Garland 
Richard Kyle, do in fact share a 
couple of writers, but their sen¬ 
sibilities differ markedly. 
Blackman and Healey’s anthol¬ 
ogy is more likely to be charac¬ 
terized as a showcase for writers 
of defiantly transgressive sensi¬ 
bility: its contributors include 
“radical faery and warrior witch 
queen” poet Sparrow 13 
LaughingWand and “starlette of 
the space age” Dawn of 
Aquarius. An introduction by 
Susie Bright declares it a vol¬ 
ume “dedicated to stories of 
sexual identity that weren’t visi¬ 
ble or understood before, let 
alone appreciated.” 

The sheer variety of under¬ 
represented voices given song 
here ensures a lively mix. 
Among the prose highlights, 
Wayne T. Corbitt’s “The Only 
One in the Room” is a passion¬ 
ate essay demanding that we 
confront racism in the gay com¬ 
munity, and David Harrison’s 
“Notes from a Cocoon” is the 
author’s eloquent description of 
the difficult process of female- 
to-male transsexuality. We learn 
that the adjustments which 
Harrison finds hardest to make 
are not the physical changes, but 
the emotional ones: he must 
learn male behaviors, ways men 
carry themselves and interact 
socially, from scratch. 

Poetry, politics 

The collection contains some 
sparkling poetry as well, 
although overall it is rather 
uneven in quality. Sparrow is 
one of the liveliest and muse- 
blessed spoken word performers 
now on the scene, and it’s a 
great pleasure to find his work 
between covers: “Two Freaks in 
a Mean God’s Sweaty Fist” is a 
good example of his unabashed, 
hedonistic magic-savvy voice. 


Poems by co-editor Trebor 
delight as well: “Our Lady of 
Fresh Produce”, a love poem 
written to a guy who works at a 
grocery, could easily be a 
learned meditation for standing 
in line at the cashier in Harvest 
Mark-Up. 

The editors have done a nice 
job of placement: the pieces 
segue into each other in a clear 
line of association or contrast. 
Contributors include well- 
known SF performers Keith 
Hennessy and Bambi Lake and 
B.A.R. columnists Nancy 
Boutilier and Elissa Perry. The 
late Tede Matthews is represent¬ 
ed by a strong poem about gen¬ 
der confusion, “No Telling.” 
And Whispering Campaign co¬ 
editor Brian Bouldrey turns in a 
great story, “A Prince of Love in 
Every Way”, which turns the 
usual youth worship of gay soci¬ 
ety on its head. 

Many of the pieces collected 
here are first-person accounts of 
growing up queer in a minority 
culture. A1 Lujan’s “Indio” 
opens the book with a touching 
memory piece about being a 
queer boy in an East LA barrio. 
Christine Beatty’s “Long Lost 
Love” comes out of her experi¬ 
ence as a transsexual lesbian 
junkie prostitute. Unfortunately, 
the problem with much identity 
politics writing is that a com¬ 
pelling alternative lifestyle or 
cutting-edge political stance 
doesn’t necessarily make for 
very interesting writing. Some 
of the selections in Beyond 
Definition are overwritten or 
underrealized. Also, my reading 
copy suffered from some sloppy 
editing. Still, with such a spirit¬ 
ed assortment of pieces, you are 
sure to find work that speaks to 
you.

The literary journal modern 
words has perhaps larger ambi¬ 
tions. Hard-bound in a 
European journal-size format, 
the project stemmed from editor 
Kyle’s conviction that few cur¬ 
rent publications give gay and 
lesbian writers an opportunity to 
publish quality work. The first 
issue is fairly sumptuous in its 
production values: good paper 
and type, meticulous editing, 
black-and-white photos of each 
author facing each piece. Prose 
highlights include “Olivier’s 
Window” by D. Dentinger, 
examining the joys of an exhibi¬ 
tionist, and K.M. Soehnlein’s 
perfect “The Year I Turned the 
House Upside Down”, in which 
a young boy gets called faggot 
for the first time. 

modern words makes room 
for poetry of a few different 


stripes: both Robert Kaplan’s 
extended narrative poem 
“Driving,” for example, and 
Rondo Mieczkowski’s 

mythopoetic “Paperwhite 
Narcissus”. Memoirs, Bia 
Lowe’s tomboy recollections, 
“Mothers and Others, But Also 
Brothers” and the editor’s own 
“Landscape of Desire”, linking 
his sexual identity with his 
Southern California beach town 
roots, round out the collection 
nicely. 

Kyle has found unknown gay 
writers, along with a few estab¬ 
lished names like Gavin 
Geoffrey Dillard and Owen 
Keehnen, and given them a 
quality showcase. However, 
with the sole exception of 
Saigon-born poet Trac Vu (he 
and Kaplan grace the pages of 
Beyond Definition as well), all 
of the modem words authors 
are American- bom. The new 
gay literary journal on the block 
has a way to go before it really 
lives up to its self-applied char¬ 
acterization as international. T

places the events in a larger 
political perspective and offers 
compelling commentary 
explaining the evolution of her 
ideas. 

In 1992, Schulman and five 
other women who shared her 
extensive experience in commu¬ 
nity based organizing founded 
the Lesbian Avengers, a rapidly 
growing grass roots organiza¬ 
tion responsible for distributing 
information about lesbians in 
schoolyards and elsewhere. 
Flamboyant agitators, the 
Lesbian Avengers now have 35 
chapters nationwide. The sec¬ 
ond part of Schulman’s antholo¬ 
gy consists of excerpts from The 
Lesbian Avenger Handbook, 
which features advice on how to 
handle the media, build phone 
trees, raise funds and other 
organizational efforts necessary 
for bringing about political 
change. 

On a recent afternoon in a 
cafe across the street from her 
apartment in Manhattan’s East 
Village, the 35-year-old author 
and activist talked about herself 
and the latest chapter of our 
American history: 

Claudia Steinberg: What 
were your criteria for excluding 
articles from My American 
History? 

Sarah Schulman: I left out 
things that would offend people 
I don’t want to offend now, 
because I see them every day 
when I buy juice. And I left out 
things I was completely wrong 
about, like I predicted that abor¬ 
tion would soon be illegal. I 
wrote about laws that were 
pending to make it illegal for

anyone with HIV to work in the 
school system, or that would 
make gay sex illegal. All those 
laws were introduced, they just 
never passed. Instead there was 
a much more insidious kind of 
neglect and disinterest. 

Could it be that in your role 
as an activist you have to almost 
come up with the worst case 
scenario in order to mobilize a 
maximum of force? 

No, I think I was young and 
hadn’t encountered the political 
right before. Now, I’m much 
more sophisticated about it and 
know that these things get 
played out in the culture. There 
is now an official homosexuali¬ 
ty presented in the media that is 
usually defined by straight peo¬ 
ple and that has become this 
object that the culture is using as 
currency. It has very little to do 
with how gay people are really 
living and how they really feel, 
but we have to contend with this 
monster now that it’s predomi¬ 
nating representation. 

How would you describe the 
discrepancy? 

Let’s start with the military 
issue - the first gay subject that 
was really discussed in the 
mainstream media, the first gay 
issue to be out there in a really 
thorough way - and it was 
grossly misrepresented. The ban 
primarily impacted on black gay 
women. They are the people 
who are most often kicked out 
of the military for being gay, but 
the media focussed on white 
male officers and consequently 
misrepresented who the gay 
community is and how this law 
affects gay people, and that was 
the message that went out on the 
prime time [news] every night. 
Furthermore, the issue was not 
chosen by the gay community 
itself but by the Democratic 
party. Now that Clinton has 
come into office, gay people in 
the party who’d been closeted 
until he got inaugurated, sud¬ 
denly were positioned as the 
leaders of the gay movement, 
even though the gay movement 
had never heard of them. 

Why did they choose such a 
difficult, highly conservative 
institution ? 

They thought it would be an 
easy win, which demonstrates 
that they really underestimated 
the degree of homophobia. 
Clinton had never negotiatiated 
on behalf of gay people, he did¬ 
n’t understand any of the obsta¬ 
cles. What he bought was this 
artificial layer of leaders who 
had no credibility in the grass 
roots. I think the grass roots 
agenda is AIDS, that is what 
people would have dealt with. 
What we have seen since that 
time is that more and more con¬ 


servative gay people have come 
out of the closet, more republi¬ 
cans who have more money, 
more power, more connections. 
The media has embraced them 
incredibly, people like the editor 
of The New Republic, Andrew 
Sullivan, an anti-abortion gay 
man. What happens is that the 
gay movement has to respond to 
them and we see this phenome¬ 
non, like in the Nation maga¬ 
zine or on Charlie Rose, where 
white gay liberal men are being 
pitted against white conserva¬ 
tive gay men about the direction 
of the movement. Everybody 
else is completely excluded. 
What happens then is that the 
center moves to the right, and 
we’ve never had a right wing 
before. 

Does the split itself not indi¬ 
cate a great increase of power - 
like in all civil rights move¬ 
ments, once basic goals have 
been attained, a differentiation 
in positions follows? 

Of course it can happen that 
there will be this thing called the 
Gay Left that asserts itself and 
separates from these people. 
There is a gay left now. There is 
ACT UP and the Lesbian

Avengers and groups like that, 
but the legacy of McCarthyism 
in this country has never made it 
possible to embrace the Left, 
and certainly a Gay Left would 
be very obscure. What I’d prefer 
would be to involve this whole 
contingent of straight feminist 
women who have nowhere to 
go. They have no counter-cul¬ 
ture to belong to, they have no 
social movment, they have no 
way to be part of an opposition¬ 
al community, and they are 
increasingly involved in the gay 
community. The more of them 
that come into the community 
the better. 

What do you consider the 
most important strategies of the 
gay movement right now? 

I see myself as a broad intel¬ 
lectual, working on many fronts 
and in many artistic genres, but 
I’m viewed in society as a les¬ 
bian writer, totally marginal¬ 
ized. My political work is com¬ 
pletely ignored. For example the 
dyke march that we organized, 
15,000 women marching down 
Fifth Avenue without a permit, 
did not get any press coverage - 
that’s the difference. 

What would you like to talk 
about? 

If you go into the shelters 
you’ll see a large proportion of 
gay women. They don’t have 
family supports, they don’t have 
good income, they have serious 
drug and alcohol problems, but 
nobody who discusses home¬ 
lessness says so. They are mis¬ 
representing who homeless peo¬ 
ple are, who poor people are. 
That’s part of their myopia. 
Take my critique of Susan 
Faludi’s Backlash - she has a

Nob Hill is home to some of 
San Francisco’s finest dining 
establishments, not the least of 
which is The Dining Room, 
located on the ground floor of 
the elegant Ritz-Carlton Hotel. 
Despite the famed “simplicity” 
of this establishment, The 
Dining Room has set for itself a 
most ambitious goal, the satis¬ 
faction of each of the five sens¬ 
es. Do they succeed? Basically, 
yes, and with style to spare. 

After being seated at a 
sumptuously appointed table, 
waiters quickly filled our cobalt 
blue goblets with sparkling 
mineral water. Scarcely a 
moment passed before we were 
regaled with the first of Chef 
Gary Danko’s complex dishes, 
a strikingly crisp and flaky hot 
tartlet filled with mushrooms, 
sour goat cheese and sweet 
caramelized onions. It was so 
good I wanted to steal the 
recipe. 

The Dining Room’s two- 
page menu is brief but filled 
with intriguing dishes. To keep 
things simple, one member of 
our dining party chose the five- 
course Chef’s Menu ($57). 

The rest of us selected a la 
carte items. “Innovative pric¬ 
ing” means that any two cours¬ 
es - entree, appetizer or dessert 
- runs $36; three is $43; and 
four is $50. Wines and gratuity 
will easily double the cost. 

After ordering, the attentive 
wait staff lavished us with aper¬ 
itifs, tartlets and excellent crisp 
bread until our appetizers 
arrived. My favorite featured 
translucently thin slices of 
smoked salmon layered on top 
of a generous portion of greens. 
A ring of wasabi creme fraiche 
and dots of gold and black bel¬ 
uga caviar provided zesty bite 


and delighted the eye. 

Another appetizer that 
pleased was a scaled down por¬ 
tion of an entree, seared scal¬ 
lops with mashed potatoes. The 
scallops were so delicate they 
almost had the texture of butter. 
They were quite simply the best 
scallops I’ve tasted in many 
years of fine dining. The 
accompanying leek sauce had a 
pleasant but strong lemon fla-

vor enhanced by a rich variety 
of herbs and spices. 

Next, we sampled several 
items from the Chef’s Menu, 
which included an asparagus 
salad with an onion caper vinai¬ 
grette and asparagus soup. The 
latter, which was ladled table- 
side over a small mound of 
black morel mushrooms, had 
the texture of split pea and a 
taste that melded freshly 
cooked asparagus with tar¬ 
ragon. The asparagus salad 
seemed somewhat bland next to 
the striking character of the 
other appetizers. 

Then our entrees arrived: a 
delicately seasoned lamb with 
cilantro accompanied by a 
mint-tinged couscous and 
caramelized onions; steamed 
salmon wrapped in spinach; 
striped bass surrounded by fen¬ 
nel; and sweetbreads and veal. 
The salmon was somewhat dull 
compared to the other dishes. 
The “Moroccan spices” 
declaimed in the menu 
enlivened only the edges of the 
salmon, not the entire fish, as

550-page feminist book that 
doesn’t mention lesbians once, 
but she does all this bad sci¬ 
ence. She creates these cate¬ 
gories like a “female-headed 
household” - what is a female¬ 
headed household? If you 
don’t know that lesbians exist 
you just don’t understand that 
category. Or she has another 
category, never-married 
women over the age of 30. If 
you don’t know who lesbians 
are then all your statistics are 
wrong. There is just a pretend 
dialogue going on. 

How does this affect you as 
a novelist and playwright? 

The Times doesn’t even 
have a woman theatre critic. 
The Voice has one. There are 
no openly gay lesbian critics. 
If you are a closeted play¬ 
wright as most lesbian play¬ 
wrights in the city are, this 
obstruction is overcome, oth¬ 
erwise you are constantly 
coming up against this stuff. 

You keep these identities of 
your political and artistic per¬ 
sona so separate - don’t they 
overlap at all? 


My new novel, on a superfi¬ 
cial level is about the rat infes¬ 
tation of New York City, and 
there is this girl who works for 
pest control. She’s a rat exter¬ 
minator. But actually the book 
is about gay people and their 
families, which I think is the 
next big step in how we 
address the world, because 
there is still this dramatic aban¬ 
donment of gay people by their 
families, my own included. I 
have been working on it for 
three years now, and it is very 
hurtful. I don’t know any gay 
people who’ve been treated 
appropriately by their families. 
It’s a comedy. 

I’ve also decided to write a 
musical about McCarthyism in 
the ’50s. This is the one period 
nobody in America ever dealt 
with - we went from World 
War II to the ’60s. That period 
was about betrayal, and its 
legacy affects our lives. I’m 
doing it in the style of an all- 
American ’50s musical. My 
work as an artist and my work 
as an activist have one thing in 
common: you have to come up 
with something to grab some¬ 
body’s attention. It has to 
catch them in some way. It has 
to have something charismatic 
behind it. ▼ 


one had hoped. 

The bass was also too simple 
to challenge the sophisticated 
talents of our chef. Sweetbreads 
and veal were each exquisitely 
delicate and tender and proved 
a delectable combination. 

The moral in this story is 
that even the best chefs will 
have difficulty making healthy 
low-calorie food as enticing as 
its more decadent cousins. 

The desserts were so beauti¬ 
fully presented that to write 
descriptions hardly does them 
justice. The most striking of the 
lot was a double raspberry souf¬ 
fle en casserole. Equally 
impressive was a frozen hazel¬ 
nut souffle floating in a sea of 
chocolate and apricot sauces 
dotted with orange slices. 
Scrumptious to say the least. 
As if that weren’t enough, our 
meal ended with a small, com¬ 
plimentary dish of subtly fla¬ 
vored chocolates and cookies. 
A fine selection of coffees and 
espressos provided a final grat¬ 
ifying touch. 

The service was exceptional, 
lavish even without being 
stuffy. We even got an occa¬ 
sional joke. 

Chef Gary Danko’s restau¬ 
rant mixes flawless, service, 
impeccable surroundings with a 
menu that eschews heavy tradi¬ 
tional French sauces in favor of 
fresh California ingredients. All 
the senses are gratified by an 
evening at The Dining Room, a 
worthy choice for a very special 
occasion. ▼
